Nathaniel Hawthorne and his Wife: 
graphy. By Julian Hawthorne. 
(Chatto & Windus.) 


Tas book is no biography of Nathaniel 
Hawthorne. A biography is the story of a 
life, and must, like other stories, be based on 
the working hypothesis that those to whom 
it is told do not know it all beforehand. 
But Mr. Julian Hawthorne takes for his 
working hypothesis that everybody knows 
all the story. Therefore he does no more— 
though that very fully—than illustrate, ex- 
pand, refute, eulogize, either at first or 
second hand. Too many such pseudo-bio- 
graphies are written nowadays—a couple 
of massive volumes made up of a huge 
bundle of letters from and to the subject, 
with a running accompaniment of allusions 
by an affectionate commentator. It is, per- 
haps, the only way in which a very near 
relation—and especially a son or daughter, 
whose position requires reverence and 
forbids judicial criticism—can play the part 
of biographer at all; but the results are 
always unsatisfactory. 

In this instance, moreover, readers have 
an extra cause of complaint against the 
lengthy catalogue of letters in that so many 
of them tell nothing of any sort about 
Nathaniel Hawthorne or his wife, or any 
person or thing belonging to them, but tell 
something or other concerning correspondents 
whose affairs are wholly irrelevant, and to 
the reader remain those of strangers, so that 
many have no interest of any kind whatever. 

ere is a specimen which might be matched 
with a dozen neighbours in scarcely more 
pages :-— 

“Dear Sir,—Owing to peculiar circumstances, 
ve shall not be able to engage a good printer on 
your book till next week. I thought it best to 
trop you a line to this effect, that you might 
tot think it unreasonably delayed or neglected. 
Yours truly, J. B. Russet. 

“N. Hawthorne, Esq.” 

One's next-door neighbour’s grocer’s bills 
would be quite as good literary entertain- 
nent as such correspondence, and no greater 
waste of time would be incurred in the 
perusal. 

But to anybody who, having read the book 
once through with attention enough to know 
What to omit for ever henceforth, should 
tad it again, there is much of interest 





and much that is beautiful to be found in 
it. Whatever the life of Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne and his wife may have been in its 
practical aspect to outsiders, evidently to 
themselves it was throughout idyllic. When 
they met they had passed the days of boy 
and girl romance—she over thirty already, 
he six or seven years older; yet into boy 
and girl romance they plunged head over 
ears in the very youngest manner. They 
layed at being in love; they made it as 
ike the story of a novelette as the want 
of a plot allowed ; they even made a sort of 
substitute for a plot by a completely un- 
necessary concealment of their engagement, 
and by encouraging till Hawthorne could 
afford to marry a delightfully alarming 
superstition of family opposition which 
never existed; they wrote letters which 
would be a deal too “ poetical” for any 
form of verse, and held themselves up to 
their own admiration as lovers hitherto un- 
paragoned in creation. It was all very un- 
real, and Nathaniel Hawthorne felt it so. 
He wrote in his journal :— 

‘A man tries to be happy in love; he 
cannot sincerely give his heart, and the affair 
seems alladream. In domestic life, the same ; 
in politics, a seeming patriot ;—all seems like a 
theatre.” 

But he had sincerely given his heart, and 
so had she. After their marriage he wrote: 

“My wife is, in the strictest sense, my sole 
companion, and I need no other; there is no 
vacancy in my mind, any more than in my 
heart.”’ 

And his contentment had never failed when 
death separated them. As for her, her 
admiration of him—strong enough, in all 
conscience, from the first moment of their ac- 
quaintance—became a worshipper’s ecstasy. 
Her son quotes a long passage from a letter 
of hers, written soon after she became a 
widow, which depicts her departed hero as 
one far above mere humanity—nay, there 
are phrases which, if read to one unaware 
to whom they were meant to apply, would 
certainly be understood as written about 
Christ. And the excerpt concludes thus :— 

**T never dared to gaze at him, even I, unless 
his lids were down. It seemed an invasion into 
a holy place. To the last, he was in a measure 
to me a divine mystery ; for he was so to him- 
self. I have an eternity, thank God, in which 
to know him more and more, or I should die in 
despair. Even now I progress in knowledge of 
him, for he informs me constantly.” 

It is pleasant to know that this godlike 
being descended to such plain man’s 
humilities as Cobbett in his ‘Advice to 
Young Men’ urges on husbands as the way 
to keep a wife’s love and respect. The Haw- 
thornes in early days had to manage in simple 
fashion to make both ends meet; they had 
but one servant, and not always her. Mrs. 
Hawthorne was a frail woman who had lived 
in sickness and pain from childhood till her 
attachment and betrothal wrought a kind of 
miraculous cure. Nathaniel Hawthorne did 
not leave all the hard housework to her. 
Once she writes to her mother when the 
servant has been away on a holiday sojourn ; 
they have been enjoying themselves greatly, 
she explains, and ‘“‘Mr. Hawthorne” (she 
never trusts her mother with her hero’s 
Christian name) has been excelling him- 
self :— 

‘He rose betimes in the mornings, and 
kindled fires in the kitchen and breakfast-room, 





and by the time I came down, the tea-kettle 
boiled, and potatoes were baked and rice cooked, 
and my lord sat with a book, superintending. 
Just imagine that superb head peeping at the 
rice or examining the potatoes with the air and 

ort of a monarch! And that angelico riso on 

is face, lifting him clean out of culinary scenes 
into the arc of the gods. It was a magnificent 
comedy to watch him, so ready and willing to 
do these things to save me an effort, and at the 
same time so superior to it all, and heroical in 
aspect,—so unconsonant to what was about him. 
I have a new sense of his universal power from 
this novel phasis of his life. It seems as if there 
were no side of action to which he is not equal,— 
at home among the stars, and, for my sake, 
patient and effective over a cooking-stove.” 
Another time it is as nursemaid he gives his 
protecting help :— 

‘*T am baby’s tire-woman, hand-maiden, and 

tender, as well as nursing mother. My husband 
relieves me with her constantly, and gets her to 
sleep beautifully. I look upon him with wonder 
and admiration. He is with me all the time 
when he is not writing or exercising.” 
One thinks with a smile of Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne showing his ‘universal power” as 
a maid-of-all-work ; but there is a simple 
dignity in the practical kindness to the 
weaker partner in the house which deserves 
quiet honour. 

Mr. Julian Hawthorne has not found it 
possible to pass over a vexed question as to 
which his kinship makes an unfavourable 
conclusion from him out of the question and 
a favourable conclusion of small value—that 
of the biography Nathaniel Hawthorne wrote 
to assist General Pierce in his candidature 
for the Presidency, and the subsequent 
nomination of Hawthorne by Pierce to the 
consulship at Liverpool. This is not a matter 
on which a judgment can be formed with no 
more data than Mr. Julian Hawthorne gives. 
That Nathaniel Hawthorne did wholly, in- 
excusably wrong if he wrote that biography 
in contradiction to his own distinct political 
beliefs is obvious; but it would have been 
satisfactory to have something set forth about 
the political beliefs he did hold and the ex- 
tent to which they were a reality in his mind. 
As to the appointment, it might be, consider- 
ing the affectionate friendship between the 
two, that it would have been offered by 
Pierce if Hawthorne had never written the 
biography. 

It cannot but be regretted that Mr. 

Julian Hawthorne should have published 
in this book a number of what may justly 
be called, as in a heading of the index, a 
“description of a curious gentleman,” or 
of a curious lady—censures, satires, useless 
personalities about persons with whom the 
general public can have no sort of concern, 
and of better-known persons whose hospital- 
ities and courtesies to Nathaniel Hawthorne 
gave him opportunities of observing details 
with which the general public will concern 
itself when thus invited to do so, but for 
which it would never have cared to ask. 
Hawthorne, we are told, 
‘‘was always very tender of the feelings of 
others; and though he could not help per- 
ceiving the oddities and frailties of those 
about him, the perception implied no un- 
charitableness on his part, and was recorded 
only for his private satisfaction.” 

Readers of the ‘‘ Note-Books ” may demur 
a little to this account of Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne’s reticence, but there can be no doubt 
that the son has less of the quality than the 
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father. In the most uncalled-for manner he 
gives quotations from what was, by his own 
showing, recorded only for his father’s 
private satisfaction, and which published be- 
comes so much social treachery. Doubtless 
Mr. Julian Hawthorne would not in his own 

erson break the common laws of good 

aith between guest and host, but he has 
made the mistake of considering that what- 
ever is written by a literary man of renown 
becomes literature, and thus has purveyed 
unseemly gossip against living individuals 
who might claim better things at the hands 
of Nathaniel Hawthorne and his son. 








ROMAN CATHOLIC THOUGHT. 


The Philosophy of Theism. By W.G. Ward. 
2 vols. (Kegan Paul, Trench & Co.) 

Ancient Religion and Modern Thought. By

To those who watch the thought of our 
times, not the least noteworthy characteristic 
of current speculation is afforded by the 
clear signs of a renaissance of Roman 
Catholic philosophy. Time was when any 
contact with ‘‘modern thought ’’ was rigor- 
ously avoided by Romanist families and 
their spiritual directors—when a Roman 
Catholic undergraduate at either of the 
resident universities was an abnormal pheno- 
menon. Pio Nono’s ‘ Syllabus Errorum’ of 
1864 put an official veto on all the leading 
principles of modern speculation, and seemed 
inferentially to demand implicit acceptance 
of the Church’s counter-statements. Yet 
within twenty years all this has changed. 
Leo XIII. has declared that the Angelical 
Doctor contains the refutation of modern 
errors, and urges the study of the ‘Summa’ as 
the panacea for every doubt. Here in Eng- 
land the recommendation has been promptly 
followed by the publication of Father 
Harper’s voluminous summary of scholas- 
ticism, and by the appearance of polemical 
articles in the general organs of opinion. 
The recent books on Rosminiand translations 
of his works are another indication of the 
new policy of the Church. Stonyhurst 
students have taken high places at the 
London examinations in philosophy, and the 
books now before us show that Roman 
Catholics are coming out of their shell and 
joining their forces to the band who are de- 
fending supernaturalism against naturalism. 

The reasons for this change are not far to 
seek. The rationalism of the last century, 


peedists in France and of the Humists in 
England, formed the staple of popular 
thought, has now fallen into discredit on all 
sides. Even Kantianism, the most formid- 
able opponent of the received theology, is 
being developed into a propsdeutic to 
Christianity. It has been found that science, 
with its powerful method of evolution, has 











of continental politics has given special 
strength to what was previously the weakest 
side of the Romanist position, its tradi- 
tionalism. And the altered position of 
Catholicism in England, due in large 
measure to the magic of Cardinal Newman’s 
personal influence, combined with the col- 
lapse of anti-Papistical Evangelicalism, 
frees the new movement from the fear of 
dangerous interference which any earlier 
appearance might have evoked. 

The first two books which have served as 
a text for these general remarks chiefly 
illustrate the wider influences that have 
recently ruined the hope of the super- 
naturalists of all creeds. They deal chiefly 
with the inadequacy of naturalism to 
solve the eternal problems. For the most 
part they might have been written by 
Theists of any creed; the references to the 
Infallible Church seem thrown in by the 
way, and certainly seem to indicate that 
the prerogative of infallibility has been 
hitherto but sparingly utilized. Consider- 
able ingenuity is shown in particular by Mr. 
Lilly in claiming the Church’s sanction for 
much that seems most characteristic of modern 
research. Both writers, though dealing with 
utterly diverse schools, urge most zealously 
the inadequacy of the opposing doctrines, and 
argue as if the only possible alternative was 
the acceptance of the dogmas of Catholicism. 
Their destructive criticism is more successful 
than novel, their attempts at construction 
are rare and inadequate. The elements of 
the new synthesis are not likely to come from 
the refurbishing of the scholastics’ weapons. 

The two volumes which contain Dr. Ward’s 
contributions to the philosophy of Theism 
are very much overweighted by their title. 
His son, influenced by motives of piety in 
the classic sense of that term, has included 
almost all the philosophic articles which Dr. 
Ward contributed to the Dublin Review. 
There is naturally a great amount of repe- 
tition caused by this unwise step. And Mr. 


| Ward owns in a well-written preface that 


his father’s intention to found a philosophy 
of Theism was not carried out even in out- 


| line in the present series of essays, which 


thus belie their title. As a matter of fact 
they deal chiefly with two problems which 
are only prolegomena to the Theistic argu- 
ment, the test of truth and free will. On 
the former topic Dr. Ward waged an 
animated and thoroughgoing polemic with 
J. S. Mill, in which he more than held his 
own. What useful purpose is fulfilled by 
the republication of these essays it is some-

instructive (vol. ii. p. 11). Not that it can 
be said that Dr. Ward has material] 
changed the ordinary standpoint of the ed 
lievers in free will. On the merits of the 
whole dispute we do not intend to enter: it 
seems a problem very well suited for the 
consideration of angels with time hanging 
heavily on their hands. For busy mortalsit is 
almost as if it were a matter of temperament 
which side of the eternal controversy each 
one takes. But for those interested in the 
problem, which has its fascinations, Dr. 
Ward’s book will remain for some time the 
strongest exposition of the libertarian doc. 
trine, and thus justifies its publication. Its 
value would have been greater if the two 
volumes had been reduced to one by the 
judicious weeding of the articles dealing 
with the controversy with Mill. 

Mr. Lilly’s name has been for the last 
three or four years sufficiently familiar to 
the readers of periodical literature. He has 
resorted to the common practice of writers 
for the reviews, and republished five essays 
that have appeared in the monthlies. He 
makes the usual attempt in his preface 
to find some unity of principle underlying 
the essays, but with even less than the 
usual success. Essays on Schopenhauer and 
Newman, on ‘‘Sacred Books of the East,” and 
on ‘ Natural Religion,’ even with the addi- 
tion of a dialogue on matter and spirit, 
can scarcely be united under any definite 
heading, as is shown by the vague and 
ambitious title given to Mr. Lilly’s volume. 
The old plea, ‘request of friends,” would 
be quite as suitable as the new one, “ unity 
of design,”’ which has about as much founda- 
tion as the former. 

But Mr. Lilly’s book is better than either 
its title or its origin would lead one to 
expect. The essay on the ‘Sacred Books of 
the East” is merely composed of excerpts, 
and is obviously padding. To do anything 
like justice to four or five great religious 
systems in the limits of an essay is simply 
impossible. But the remaining four essays 
are all worthy of perusal, that on Cardinal 
Newman being particularly valuable. The 
final paper, on matter and spirit, though 
couched in the somewhat dreary form of a 
philosophical dialogue, has many effective 
touches, and brings out the need of an 
adequate metaphysic in very clear language. 
Whether a revived Aquinas will satisty this 
need is a more difficult problem, which is 
scarcely touched upon by Mr. Lilly. It is 
one thing to point to the necessity of a 
synthesis of thought; it is quite another 
to prove that the older synthesis of the 
Schoolmen has sufficient vitality to bear 
transplanting into these later days. 
together, ‘Ancient Religion and Modern 
Thought,’ despite its title, deserves atten- 
tion, because it displays the new movement 
of Roman Catholic thought in the person 
of one of its most promising exponents. 

The title of Suarez’s treatise, translated, 
or rather adapted, by Mr. Humphrey, 
somewhat misleading to the non-Catholi¢ 
mind. It deals not with the religious 





| State of mind, as one might have = 
| pected, but with the status of ‘‘a religious, 
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gs the Douay English terms a member of 
q religious order. In the present case 
the order in question is that of the Jesuits, 
and the three volumes of this digest of 
Suarez’s work deal with the formalities 
and conditions required for entry into the 
society which has had so vital an in- 
fluence on the modern history of Catho- 
licism. It is needless to say that all that the 
vulgar mind associates with Jesuitry is absent 
from Suarez’s treatise. No lamb could be 
more gentle, more confiding, more open and 
direct, than the Jesuit as here portrayed. 
No extenuation of bad means for the sake 
of good ends, no “‘ economy” in casuistry, 
make their appearance throughout these 
pages. However, the world at large has 
chosen to judge of Jesuits and their ways 
by the lex non scripta of their actions, and 
has been content, for the most part, to 
accept Pascal’s as the last word on Jesuitical 
thought. Whether his fierce satire be justi- 
fied or not, its effect will scarcely be modified 
by the publication of Suarez’s treatise, the 
very moderation of which is only too likely 
to be misinterpreted. If, therefore, the 
object of this digest were the renovation 
of the fair fame of the Jesuits, it is much 
to be doubted whether it will be successful. 
And yet no other motive can be suggested, 
for novices would surely be able to master 
the original Latin. At the same time it is 
but fair to add that the work must stand as 
the chief authoritative exposition of what 
Jesuits profess. The adaptation has been 
done with moderate success: the polemical 
portions of the original have been wisely 
omitted, and the usual fault of Romanist 
writers, an excessively Latinized phraseo- 
logy, is not too conspicuous in Mr. 
Humphrey’s style. 








Pleas of the Crown for the County of Gloucester 
before the Abbot of Reading and his Fellows 
Justices Itinerant, 1221. Edited by F. W. 
Maitland. (Macmillan & Co.) 


Tue seventy or eighty years that separate 
the works of Glanvill and of Bracton ‘On 
the Laws of England’ form one of the most 
important periods in the history of our 
judicial system. But we have nothing in 
the shape of a strict legal treatise to connect 
the two, or to indicate the precise stage in 
the development of our institutions attained 
at any given date. We have, of course, the 
various enactments, articles of visitation, &c.; 
but even when we have collected all the 
notices of contemporary annalists we are 
seldom sure how far the practice of the 
courts corresponded to those enactments, 
still less can we picture to ourselves what 
the judicial machinery was like when 
actually at work. In order to arrive ata 
clear view of this we need to have the com- 
plete records of a number of judges’ visita- 
tions to compare in detail; and such a book 
as that which lies before us is of real value 
in helping to correct and check conclusions 
based mainly on what should have been, 
but seldom positive as to what in fact was, 
carried out in the administration of law. 
Mr. Maitland has here printed “so much of 
the record of the Gloucestershire eyre of 1221 
as relates to pleas of the Crown,” and this 
quite without curtailment. In an introduc- 
tion no less interesting from an historical 
than from a legai point of view, the editor calls 





attention to the special importance of the date 
and of the place of this visitation. Not only 
was it the first visitation in Gloucestershire 
since the epoch which saw the grant of 
Magna Carta and the abolition of the ordeal 
by the Lateran Council of 1215, but it was 
held in a county which had been peculiarly 
subject to royal influences and to royal 
oppression in the reign of John. Out of the 
nine names of personal adherents of the 
king who were declared in the fiftieth 
article of the Charter incapable of ever 
again holding office in England, no less than 
four had exercised their power in Gloucester- 
shire—two at Tewkesbury and at Bristol 
(which was not yet a county of itself), and 
two as sheriffs of the county. We may 
notice by the way that Mr. Maitland 
(pp. xiv, xv) raises a presumption that 
one of these sheriffs, Gerard of Athée, who 
is generally supposed to have lived on into 
Henry III.’s reign (see Stubbs, ‘ Constitu- 
tional History,’ vol. ii. p. 34), had died 
some time, possibly a couple of years, earlier 
than the grant of the Charter. Certainly 
its proscription mentions only Gerard’s rela- 
tions (parentes), and the manner in which 
his doings are referred to in the pleas of 
1221 seems to confirm Mr. Maitland’s con- 
clusion. The references in this volume to 
the acts of Gerard and his associates are 
very numerous, and throw much light on 
the sort of oppression which helped to make 
John’s government odious. The extortions 
of his sheriffs are, of course, notorious, but 
precise details of their proceedings, such as 
we have here in plenty, are not the less wel- 
come. 

But the main value of these ‘Pleas’ 
naturally centres in their bearing upon the 
history of our judicial system; and here we 
notice more than one case in which they 
clear up an old difficulty or mistake due to 
our imperfect acquaintance with the actual 
process of the older criminal law. It is well 
known, for example, that, according to the 
practice described in the Assize of Clarendon 
in 1166, twelve lawful men of each hundred 
and four lawful men of each township were 
charged with the duty of presenting criminals 
to the visiting justices; but it has been often 
disputed whether the functions of these 
jurors went beyond the mere act of present- 
ment, and it has been supposed that other 
panels were sworn in to try particular cases. 
Mr. Maitland, however, rightly points out 
that the Gloucestershire Pleas are adverse 
to any theory of this kind, while, on the 
other hand, they show that there was a 
great deal of diversity in the method of pro- 
cedure. ‘It was a time,” he says, ‘‘ of ex- 
periments and new devices.”” A man might 
be tried, if he chose to pay for it, by the 
sworn men of two or even of three hundreds ; 
but most commonly the appeal was to those 
of the four townships nearest to that in 
which the alleged crime was committed. 
This last mode is a novelty in the history of 
English judicature. The ambiguity, as it 
seems, of the word villata, or township 
(meaning either the district or its repre- 
sentatives), coupled with the confusion 
arising from the use of the number “ four,” 
has led readers of Bracton, and, among 
others, his translator, Sir Travers Twiss, to 
understand the passage in which he relates 
the inquest taken by the twelve jurors and 
the four townships, guatuor villatis (‘De 





Legibus Anglie,’ vol. ii. p. 456), as referring 
to the “four townspeople.” The Gloucester- 
shire Pleas, however, which give the several 
names of the vil/ate summoned, prove con- 
clusively that it was not the traditional four 
representative men of the township who con- 
ducted the inquisition in such cases, but 
the township itself in which the crime was 
alleged to have been committed, say, Chel- 
tenham, together with its three neighbourin 
townships of Charlton, Leckhampton, an 
Ham (p. 51). Other instances might be 
cited in which Mr. Maitland’s volume illus- 
trates obscure or disputed points of judica- 
ture. The editor has done his work excel- 
lently in regard to these, and, indeed, to all 
legal matters. ither in the introduction 
or in the notes at the end he seldom fails to 
draw out the exact bearing of the case in 
question upon known facts or uncertain 
details of law. 

On the other hand, if Mr. Maitland’s way 
of editing is admirably adapted to the re- 
quirements of the legal student, it must be 
confessed that he has not taken much pains 
to conciliate other classes of readers. The 
Crown pleas of 1221 are part of the history 
not only of English judicature, but also of 
a particular county, and probably the aver- 
age layman will consult them primarily in 
order to find out in what way they touch the 
topography, the local affairs, of that county ; 
some will look, and not look altogether in 
vain, for a certain permanence of nomen- 
clature among the inhabitants. But they 
will not receive much assistance from the 
editor. He notices, indeed, that Pinnock, 
near Winchcomb, still retained the name of 
Pinnockshire in 1221; that the men of 
Bristol tried to elude the justices by claim- 
ing to belong alternately to Somerset and 
to Gloucestershire (according as the assize 
was held in one or the other county); and 
a few other points like these. But he cares 
so little for the topographical use of his 
book that he has not even provided it with 
an index, an omission which is quite un- 
pardonable in a work of this kind. We 
are not so much disposed to find fault with 
his treatment of the text, though this would 
supply a fair ground of complaint to the 
stricter school of paleeographers. Mr. Mait- 
land prints from two rolls, and does not 
always say which of the two he is fol- 
lowing in any given place. He corrects and 
emends so as to produce the most intelligible 
text, and he is very sparing of various 
readings. On the whole, he has done 
wisely, considering the special object at 
which he aims, namely, the elucidation of 
our common law. The documents them- 
selves, he truly says, are easily accessible in 
case of difficulty; but still there are some 
discrepancies on different pages which seem 
to call for some note on the editor’s part, 
e.g., “Poteslepe” on p. 11 appears as 
‘« Poteslege”’ on p. 120, where. a collation 
might have shown an error in the reading 
of the latter place. Indeed, the variations 
in names of persons and places between the 
pleas themselves and the list of amercements 
at the end are so numerous and often so in- 
teresting as well to repay a minute com- 

arison. But this was not in Mr. Mait- 
and’s plan. He has edited his book as a 
lawyer of considerable learning and insight, 
but he has not travelled beyond his own 
field. Within it his work is so good that 
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we cannot but congratulate the University 
of Cambridge on having secured him as her 
first Reader in English Law.

Musvrvus Pasna continues his task of ren- 

dering Dante into Greek, and we are glad 

to learn from his preface that his labours 
have been rewarded by a favourable recep- 
tion, so far as the former volume was con- 
cerned. This must presumably be taken to 
mean that there are people who can make 
something of the language and metre which 
the translator has thought fit to employ, and 
which appear to be more or less his own 
invention. We remarked upon these in 
reviewing his translation of the ‘Inferno,’ 
and need only repeat here that the language 
is neither classical nor modern Greek, while 
the metre is neither quantitative nor strictly 
accentual, nor, when the reader has got the 
run of it, is it very melodious. Blank verse, 
with a ‘‘weak” ending and one three- 

syllable foot in every line, does not seem a 
articularly happy substitute for ¢erza rima. 
erhaps, however, the oddest metrical 

vagary in which the Pasha has indulged is 

in his rendering of the Provencal lines 
spoken by Arnald Daniel at the end of 
canto xxvi. They begin as follows :— 

Td adv pidwov A€yery pw’ dpécxet, 

“Qor’ od GéAw cot péverv dyvos. 
The rhythm appears to be identical with 
that of our old friend 

Just as much as to say, diddle, diddle, 

Good Duncan, pray come and be killed. 

Why such a very undignified measure should 
have been selected to render Arnald’s stately 
lines is hard to see, nor does the explanation 
given in the note help much, as it seems to 
suggest that those lines are in a different 
metre from the rest of the poem, which of 
course they are not. 

So far as the translation goes there is not 
much fault to be found. A ridiculous mis- 
understanding occurs in canto xxii. 106, 
where ‘‘Euripide v’é nosco” (nobiscum) is 
rendered by Evpiridnv éyvwv ’xe?, and the 
blunder is kept up three lines lower down, 
by the change of person from “ Quivi si 
veggion ” to “Exe? 5) ovvérvyov. In the last 
line of canto xxvii. the force of sopra seems 
to be misconceived. There is nothing about 
raising, as the line Aw o° dvudov pitp@ Kai 
mepuotepo would seem to imply. In line 111 
of the same canto,”"Ocov ywpotc’ éx’ oixov 
maXwogrovvres, We presume ézi is used in 
the classical and not the modern sense, 
and that the better reading, ‘‘men lontani,”’ 
has been followed. On the other hand, in 
xxiv. 61 dpécxeww must represent gradire, 
which is almost certainly wrong. In xxix. 27 
velo seems to be too literally understood. 
The line is rendered Méveww im ovdév’ ovx 
qvérxero wérAov, where, by the way, the 
construction of izd is modern. It may be 
that zé7Aos conveys toa Greek all the senses 
of velo, metaphorical as well as literal; but, 
if so, it is a curious instance of parallel 
metaphor. From his note to the passage 
the translator seems quite unaware that 
the Naiade of xxxiii. 49 is due to a false 
reading in the passage of Ovid alluded to, 
which was long ago corrected by Heinsius. 
But the notes have not been compiled with 








much care, otherwise we should not have 
had such a statement as that the Montecchi 
and Cappelletti, Monaldi and Filippeschi 
(vi. 107), were all Ghibeline families. If 
Villani was too recondite an authority to be 
consulted, a recollection of Shakspeare should 
have reminded the translator that the first 
pair at least were on opposite sides. 

Whatever may be its fortune in Greece, 
it is to be feared that in England this ver- 
sion will be remembered rather as a curiosity 
of literature than as a valuable contribution 
to the study of Dante.

Ir cannot be said that ‘Cassandra’ is 
pleasant, though it is certainly interesting. 
Mrs. Corbett’s chief fault is exaggeration ; 
there is no light and shade, and she paints 
the eccentricities and mannerisms of her 
creations in the hardest and most glaring 
colours. The rise of the Kingscote house 
is overdrawn, the electioneering manceuvres 
at Roughbeach run off into the broadest 
farce, and the villains become nauseous 
while losing in great measure their humanity. 
In enumerating Mr. Horace Charger’s pro- 
clivities Mrs. Corbett might have had re- 
course to a little more of innuendo with 
advantage, only that it would, perhaps, have 
been out of keeping with the strongly 
realistic treatment of the whole story. Mrs. 
Corbett strikes the note in the first chapter 
with her rather gruesome account of Mrs. 
Carr’s death, and it is maintained resolutely 
throughout. To ask whether something more 
than artistic finish has not been sacrificed to 
this determination is to open a wide question. 
But in one respect ‘Cassandra’ is favour- 
ably distinguished from the generality of 
realistic fiction. It has enough incident and 
movement to furnish forth a whole shelf of 
conventional novels. Moreover, it is written 
throughout with an almost masculine vigour, 
and if the sentiment is not always refined, 
it is unaffectedly genuine and honest. Alto- 
gether the book is not only deserving of the 
attention of those who take note of the more 
recent tendencies in English fiction, but it 
possesses decided merits as an exciting story 
of considerable invention and power. 

Miss Jackson has laid the scene of her 
slight but graceful story in South Cali- 
fornia, among the lingering owners of the 
great Mexican estates, which were ruthlessly 
curtailed by the United States Land Com- 
mission after the annexation of that territory. 
The actual interest of the book, however, lies 
rather among the dispossessed Indians than 
among their ancient masters. The story of 
the Indian converts who had advanced far in 
the arts of peace and civilization under Padre 
Junipero’s successors will always remain an

affecting one. Miss Jackson has kn, 

to bring out its pathos, and she ree a 
the sentiment which clings round the tradi. 
tions of the great missions. Moreover if 
her sketches of character are not very etron 
they are very simple and unpretentious” 
The hard old woman who hated Ramona 
the more persistently because she could give 
no explanation of her motives is certainly 
the best. Felipe is rather invertebrate and 
unreal. Miss Jackson writes about Cali. 
fornian scenery with sympathy and taste, and 
the idyl of Alessandro’s wanderings with his 
bride is a pretty episode. The writer is not 
however, equally at home among the pioneer 
camps and American rowdies. 

r. Frank Barrett’s little tale concerns a 
marvellous workman, the son of a drunken 
blacksmith, who falls in love with the squire’s 
niece, and educates himself to marry her, 
He is rather a fine fellow in point of courage 
of the physical sort, but his demonstrative 
affection for the young lady would not in 
real life have been so well rewarded. His 
intellectual progress is almost too rapid for 
nature, and the confusion between the two 
Miss Westlakes is a little clumsy. But it ig 
a harmless story, and not ill told. 

‘Cypress Beach’ might with advantage 
have been either longer or shorter. It is 
interesting enough in its materials to have 
occupied two ordinary volumes of fiction 
(for Mr. Babcock’s volumes are scarcely 
thicker than pamphlets); but on the other 
hand Mr. Babcock tells his story less in the 
style of a romance than as one who has to 
supply a certain length of information in 
as pleasant a manner as he knows how to 
do it. He deals with the negroes of his 
native land on the morrow of their emanci- 
pation, and by way of adding freshness to 
an oft-told tale he recounts the adventures 
of a mesmerist, a murderer, and a lady’s 
ring. It is rather an indication of a possible 
romance than a good romantic story. The 
outline wants filling in and the crudeness 
wants toning down; but it is questionable 
whether any measure of ingenuity and in- 
dustry would have sufficed to make a satis- 
factory work of fiction out of Mr. Babcock’s 
skeleton tale. 

Miss Bretherton wanted to prove, among 
other things, that an actress’s ‘‘ private life 
is her own, and not the public’s”’; but, un- 
luckily, the main interest of Mrs. Ward’s 
novel lies in the fact that it is all about Miss 
Mary Anderson. Whether the picture is 
true to life or mostly fanciful is a question of 
no moment. In either case it will satisfy those 
readers who like prying into the private 
life of an actress, while those who look for 
some touch of art in fiction will be dis- 
appointed. Though the book is well written 
| is obviously the work of a woman of 
much ability and knowledge, it is not in any 
true sense a novel ; it is merely a talk about 
Miss Anderson and her friends. , 

Capt. Smart has the grace to apologize 
in the course of his gallop—we mean 
 novel””—for talking so much horse. We 
all know what to expect from an old friend, 
so no one will need the apology. But cer- 
tainly the bipeds bear a smaller share than 
usual in the interest of the story. The 
Dancing Master, the ugly-tempered grey on 
which Gerald Rockingham wins back his 
ancestral home, is the real master of the 
situation.

’s death, partly by the treachery of a 
on and vy re Bs.

The Dancing Master, after refusing 
to start with all his adversaries, carries his 
colours to victory in the crucial race, and 
enables him both to marry and to recover 
his ancestral position. 

If common sense has ever to complain of 
the testamentary power possessed by the 
dead of controlling the lives of the living, 
it may find a just cause for complaint in 
the will which Mr. Arthur has invented in 
the case of his two heiresses. Nor is the 
device by which he extricates the cousins 
from their embarrassments ingenious. The 
jewel robbery is a vulgar expedient and 
padly used. The action chiefly proceeds 
in country houses, but the hunting and 
sporting pictures are tame, and the 
meagreness of the narrative is stuffed out 
by an unusual amount of padding. We 
have disquisitions on tobacco, love, horses, 
and things in general, written in a familiar 
and conversational vein. Mr. Arthur, in 
fact, continually leaves his story, and button- 
holes the reader in order to impart some 
new idea which has struck him. But he 
should not have allowed himself to invent 
the word “‘flirtee”’; his adaptation of the 
Horatian apostrophe is barbarous without 
being witty; and, not to descend into the 
region of politics, his instance of the Cape 
Colony is at the present moment singularly 
unfortunate. 








Above the Snow Line.

Great as is the fascination of a book of 
Alpine adventure for any one who is himself 
more or less initiated into the climbing craft 
—and surely no “shop” is half so fascinating 
as mountaineering ‘‘ shop ”—it is difficult to 
see where the ‘ public” for books like this of 
Mr. Dent’s is nowadays to be found. The 
members of the Alpine Club, as in private 
duty bound, will doubtless read their vice- 
president, and some will probably give him 
a — place on their bookshelves, 
and a few outsiders of similar tastes may be 
expected to do the like; but on the most 
liberal calculation it would seem that a 
very small edition would satisfy all the 
demands of these. The problem is ren- 
dered more perplexing by the fact that an 
excellent journal already exists which 
might be expected to offer a sufficient field 
for the literary exercises and recreations of 
Alpine Club men. The truth is, we suppose, 
that the pastime of mountaineering has de- 
veloped so rapidly as to make its professors 
apt to forget the difference between their 
position and that of their predecessors of 
five-and-twenty years ago. Then the high 
Alps were really an almost unknown land, 
and their exploration involved the settle- 
ment of many questions almost as interesting 
as those which now await solution in the 
Caucasus, the Andes, or the Himalaya. 

ith one or two exceptions, even the 
valleys which lie among the highest peaks 
could only be visited at the cost of a good 
deal of real hardship, and required in their 
visitors a fair share of the same qualities as 
are found in all successful pioneers of travel 
im strange places. Nowadays, in Switzer-

land, at all events, and in Savoy, the climber 
has little more need to forego his personal 
comforts—his clean sheets, his warm bath, 
his champagne—than he would have to do if 
he stayed at home and played cricket. No 
doubt the climbing is there as much as ever, 
but we are disposed to doubt whether the 
general public, which does not climb, cares 
very much about this. What it liked in 
the early narratives of Alpine travel was 
the opening-up of a new country; the his- 
tory of the ascent of a rocky peak which 
thousands of tourists had seen from all 
possible points of view has an interest 
at best similar in kind to the story of a 
good run with hounds, and inferior to that 
in degree in proportion as the number of 
climbers is inferior to the number of fox- 
hunters. 

But the reviewer is nothing if not many- 
sided ; so having looked at the question of 
Alpine books in general from the point of 
view of the general reader, we may proceed 
to consider Mr. Dent’s book in particular 
as appealing to the interest of the special 
readers to whom it is addressed. And in this 
aspect we may say that those readers will be 
exceedingly ungrateful if they do not read 
it with delight. It is perhaps the plea- 
santest book of Alpine adventure that has 
appeared since the days when the names of 
Ball and Wills, Hinchliff and Kennedy, were 
great, and when the bearers of those names 
cut their way up the virgin ice-slopes with 
a weapon (if the cover of ‘ Peaks, Passes, and 
Glaciers’ may be trusted) strongly resem- 
bling a plasterer’s hammer. Of course “ the 
glory and the dream,” as we have already 
said, has departed; the Val de Bagnes and 
the Val d’Anniviers have long since yielded 
up their mysteries; so that one great charm 
of the early narratives is wholly out of the 
reach of their successors. It is much in 
these days if an Alpine writer can show that 
he knows the difference between humour 
and buffoonery, andcan steer a middle course 
between sensational exaggeration and dry 
topography. Mr. Dent has both these quali- 
fications. He falls, perhaps, a little too often 
into the style of far-fetched simile and over- 
strained irony which for some inscrutable 
reason so commonly does duty for wit in 
books of this kind, and once he makes a 
joke which is a trifle broad in a book in- 
tended for general readers; but on the whole 
he is commendably free from faults of taste. 
Here is a passage the humour of which will 
be appreciated by every one who has travelled 
with guides in the high Alps :— 

‘*We had made good progress, when of a 
sudden Franz gave a loud whistle and then fell 
flat down. The other two guides immediate] 
followed his example and beckoned to us with 
excited gesticulations to behave in a similarly 
foolish manner. Thereupon we too sat down, 
and inquired what the purport of this perform- 
ance might be. It turned out that there was a 
very little chamois about half a mile off. Know- 
ing that it would be impossible to induce the 
guides to move on till the animal had dis- 
appeared, we seized the opportunity of taking 
an early breakfast. The guides meanwhile 
wriggled about on their stomach, with eyes 
starting out of their heads, possessed by an 
extraordinary desire to miss no single movement 
of the object of their attention. ‘Sec, it moves,’ 
said Franz in a whisper. ‘Himmel! it is feed- 
ing,’said Burgener. ‘It must be the same that 
Johann saw three weeks ago.’ ‘ Ach! no, that 
was but a little one’ (no true chamois hunter 





will ever allow that a brother sportsman can 

ossibly have set eyes on a larger animal than 

imself). ‘ Truly it is fine.’. ‘ Thunderweather! 
it moves its head.’ In their excitement I re- 
gretted that I could not share, not being well 
versed in hunting craft; my ewn experience of 
sport in the Alps being limited to missing one 
marmot that was sitting on a rock licking its 
paws. In due course the chamois waiked 
away. Apparently much relieved by there 
being no further necessity to continue in their 
former uncomfortable attitudes, the guides sat 
up, and fell to a warm discussion as to the size 
of the animal.” 

A great part of the book is occupied with 
Mr. Dent’s attempts on the Aiguille du 
Don, a tower or obelisk of rock which is 
conspicuous from the Montanvert (or Mont- 
envers, as it is usual now to write it). After 
eighteen attempts, pluck, perseverance, and 
good guides pulled him through, or up, at 
the nineteenth. It is instructive to read 
how much their guides had to do for even 
such brilliant amateurs as Messrs. Dent and 
Hartley; and we are glad to see that, like 
most really good climbers, Mr. Dent makes 
full acknowledgment of his indebtedness. 
He has also many sensible and practical 
remarks on mountaineering generally, which 
beginners, and some, too, who would object 
to be called beginners, would do well to 
perpend ; and onthe subject of the power 
of the human frame to endure rarefied air, 
which in these days of Himalayan explora- 
tion has a revived interest, he speaks with 
professional knowledge. 

We have two small faults to find. Asan 
old Etonian Mr. Dent ought to be able to 
give a more correct authority than ‘‘ the 
Latin Delectus” for ‘‘ Neque semper arcum,”’ 
if he must quote it; and he ought to 
know—what most medical men do not—that 
there is no such word as ‘‘ Hygeia.” 








OUR LIBRARY TABLE, 

Sxercues of Italian manners and scenery have 
been common enough of late years. They have 
usually been bestowed — (it is to be feared) 
a not particularly grateful world by enthusiastic 
ladies who have passed a few months in Rome 
or on the Riviera, or between the two, and 
have acquired a moderate fluency in the use of 
the language and a knowledge of two or three 
local idioms. The reader is sometimes tempted 
to class works of this kind among the items of 
the ‘‘ funesta dote d'infiniti guai,” which, as the 
poet tells us, is the fruit of Italy’s ill-starred gift 
of beauty. There are, however, exceptions, and 
among them is Signora Villari’s On Tuscan Hills 
and Venetian Waters (Fisher Unwin). The author 
has, of course, special qualifications for the task 
of describing Italian people to English readers, 
and her sketches are something more than mere 
impressions of travel. She knows some places 
of which the ordinary tourist who follows Mr. 
Augustus Hare knows nought; and what is 
more, she knows something about their history 
and associations beyond what may be extracted 
from guide-books. She has explored old-world 
Tuscan hill villages, ‘‘ the homes of the plaster- 
image men,” and been astonished at hearing her 
native language in the peasants’ mouths under 
the shadow of Castruccio Castracane’s fortress. 
Also she is sufficiently domesticated and accli- 
matized in Italy to be able to visit even familiar 
places at unfashionable seasons. Few English 
people, we imagine, have been at Siena in the 
middle of August and seen the Palio—the horse 
race in which every jockey ‘‘does his best to 
unseat his nearest competitors, and whenever he 
finds one gaining on him, cuts him savagely over 
face and choudlions with his whip.” On two 
small points we may venture to correct Signora 
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Villari. Aringo (which is best spelt with one 
r) is not derived from aringare, but conversely. 
It is nothing but the “‘ ring,” in the sense of the 
enclosed space ; and a person who speaks in the 
“ring,” aringa, harangues. ‘‘Glancing back from 
the Rialto, the moving throng below was impres- 
sively framed by its arch,” is an example of a 
form of sentence very popular with careless 
writers, but one which we should have expected

Beechey Grange is a large house in which a 
number of guests are assembled in the absence 
of the owner, who then makes his appearance 
incognito in the character of a steward. This 
stratagem is employed in order to test the dis- 
positions of the company, to one of whom he 
desires to transfer his inheritance. In the mean 
time there is plenty of amusement, including 
story-telling and private theatricals. The book 
is well suited for its purpose of amusing youth. 

Mr. Ballantyne’s story as usual has an excel- 
lent purpose, and his Oregon miners are pro- 
nounced in their conversation and his Indians 
correct. The Rose of Oregon, too, is a pleasant 
figure. 

‘Grandfather’ is a religious book for girls, in 
a minor key. It seems not badly suited for its 
purpose. 

Dr. Stables is at home on the sea, and the 
naval part of his book is very lifelike. A journey 
through the heart of Africa to rescue a captive 
heroine is a good idea. The author’s Scotch 
idioms are less correct than his rendering of the 
negro’s dialect or the ‘‘cockney” of the boy 
Green, who plays as wonderful a part as Grahame 
in a marvellous narrative. 

Stella Austin understands the thoughts, feel- 
ings, and language of children. She is more 
happy in her delineation of girls than of boys. 
‘Grandmother’s Darlings’ is a pretty story of a 
boy and girl of eight and five years of age re- 
spectively. It is well illustrated by Bassevi, 
and children, if very young, will find it interest- 
ing. The second tale, ‘A Faithful Heart,’ is 
in some respects rather foolish. We regret to 
have to say so as the moral and intention are 
good. 

The hero of ‘True to Himself’ is a truthful and 
courageous lad who perpetually suffers for the 
disobedience and cowardice of others, his own 
brother more especially. The book has a hearty 
ring about it, though to our thinking it is a 
pity the hero should die to enforce the moral. 

‘ King’s Scholars’ is another religious book, 
in which a son is exposed to misconstruction and 
disliked by his father. Rolf is a fine fellow, and 
the story of his comrades interesting, though 
a little more, we will not say elegance, but 
correctness of style would improve the book, 
which teems with Americanisms. ‘‘ Who” for 
“whom,” ‘‘help nurse” for “‘ help to nurse,” 
are instances. 

‘Maurice Drummore’ is a reprint, and worth 
reprinting. It has a distinct literary flavour, and 
is realistic in the best sense. Some passages are

Aunt Judy is a favourite with girls, and her 
annual volume justifies her reputation, con. 
taining as it does a great deal of excellent 
matter. Mrs. Gatty should, however, pay more 
attention to her woodcuts. The coloured frontis. 
piece by Mr. Caldecott has been ruined in the 
printing. As Aunt Judy has gone to a new 
publisher we trust these things may be re. 
medied. 

Mr. Routledge would do well to lock at the 
illustrations of St. Nicholas, which are capable of 
teaching London publishers a great many useful 
lessons. The variety of its contents, too, is of 
itself sufficient to give the magazine a distinct 
advantage over its English rivals. It is not alk 
battle, blood, and shipwrecks. 

Chatterbox is a wonderful collection of readable: 
matter and respectable woodcuts to be produced 
for three shillings. 

Prof. Lewis’s biographies are well done, but 
he has drawn rather mercilessly on Dr. Smiles’s 
well-known works. ‘‘ Almost the only astro- 
nomer,” he says, ‘‘ who has examined a zone of 
these heavens is Dr. Smiles”; but probably the 
‘¢ astronomer” would have preferred to abridge 
his books for himself. The system of making 
free with the labours of others is growing too 
common. 

Prof. Blaikie has also levied toll without asking 
leave on various standard biographies. The tore 
of his preface is extremely unctuous. He “ prays 
that besides giving a direct stimulus to the work 
of Christian philanthropy, the biographies in this 
volume may be the means of producing, or at 
least confirming, in many a breast the conviction 
that the loving religion of Jesus Christ cannot be 
a mere human product”; but he seems to have 
forgotten that it is scarcely generous to “boil 
down” copyright works without the permission of 
the owners.

THE BOOKSELLERS’ PROVIDENT INSTITUTION. 


As another member who voted with the 
majority which rejected Mr. Longman’s scheme, 
I have read the letter of ‘‘A Bookseller” 
and also that of ‘‘A Member of the B.P.I.,” 
and agree with the latter that the members 
certainly did not reject ‘‘any” idea of ex- 
tending the usefulness of the Institution, but 
simply the scheme then before them. Mani- 
festly, ‘‘A Bookseller” either knows nothing 
whatever about the Institution he is so ready 
to denounce, or, like many others who have 
neglected to join it in their younger days, 
he conceives he has a grievance against the 
society, whereas his grievance should be against 
eo and his own want of prudence and fore- 
sight. 

That Mr. Longman’s scheme was not adopted 
at the meeting on the Ist inst. was owing to 
the fact that it was seen to be, beyond all doubt, 
entirely foreign to the objects and intentions 
both of the founders and present members, and 











if accepted would entirely alter the character of 
the Institution. That Mr. Longman, with every 
desire to benefit the Institution, gave much time 
and thought to the elaboration of his scheme is 
beyond question, and this was readily acknow- 
ledged by various speakers ; and at the close of 
the meeting grateful expressions were embodied 
in a cordial and hearty vote of thanks, which he 
suitably acknowledged. 

For his edification and the ‘‘many hundreds (?) 
who think with him,” I will briefly inform ‘‘ A 
Bookseller” how Mr. Longman’s scheme came 
about. It was as follows :—For some years past 
the noble, but much abused, misrepresented 
Booksellers’ Provident Institution has been dis- 
bursing, in relief to its members, a sum con- 
siderably beyond its income. As a consequence 
one of two things must happen—either its in- 
come be increased, or the amounts granted to 
the numerous recipients reduced. Desiring 
above all things to avert the distress which 
must inevitably follow upon the adoption of the 
latter step, the directors decided to convene a 
meeting of the vice-presidents, trustees, &c., 
and lay the state of affairs before them, hoping 
that by so doing the needed comparatively small 
sum of 300/. a year would be forthcoming from 
the wealthier and more successful members of 
the trade. 

The meeting took place in April last, many of 
the most influential members being present, the 
president of the Institution in the chair. Con- 
trary to the hope and expectation of many, 
there appeared to be no disposition to meet the 
deficit by special contributions, and after much 
discussion a committee was appointed for the 
purpose of raising a special fund in aid of the 
Institution, to tide over its present financial 
difficulties. According to the minutes, the com- 
mittee met several times, the outcome of all 
being Mr. Longman’s now well-known scheme. 

I was unaware until informed by your cor- 
respondent that the acceptance of some such 
scheme would give ‘‘ delight to hundreds” of 
members of the trade. I entirely disbelieve the 
accuracy of the statement; and, so far as my 
own knowledge goes, non-members were and are 
quite indifferent as to its adoption or rejection. 
I grant that for some years past but few have 
joined the Institution. But why is this? It 
cannot be because the terms of membership are 
high, nor can it be because the advantages are 
unimportant. The sum to be paid, which can 
be extended over a long period to suit the 
convenience of the incoming member, is trifling, 
while the benefits which may be derived if sick- 
ness, old age, or adversity should overtake him 
are immeasurably great, as many who have long 
received a helping hand from the Institution can 
testify. A permanent fund of 30,000/. ensures 
every member against ending his days in poverty, 
and the same may be said of them should he die 
and leave a widow and children. I commend 
‘¢ A Bookseller ” and others to the report of the 
directors for 1883, which he can obtain of the 
secretary, 48, Paternoster Row; he will there 
see what the society has done and is doing for 
the widows and orphans of its members. 

The plain truth, in my opinion, why few have 
recently joined is to be found in the fact that 
young men will not practise the smallest self- 
denial, and, while they are young and without 
encumbrance, make this provision for the future, 
and secure for themselves and theirs a truly 
“magnificent inheritance.” Later on in life many 
realize the opportunity they have let slip, and 
would then fain join ; but responsibilities and 
engagements into which they have entered, 
coupled with the higher rate they would then 
have to pay, owing to their age, outweigh their 
ability to do so. They then cannot. If young 
men will not join the Booksellers’ Provident 
Institution, and participate in the immense ad- 
vantages to be gained by so doing, all the worse 
for the young men, I say, and those who may 
one day be dependent upon them. I have no 
wish myself, nor do I know any one else who 





desires, ‘‘ to see the Institution become a sort of 
tontine” ; but I confess, while I should be glad 
to see its numbers increase, Ido not fret and 
worry myself because ‘‘A Bookseller” and 
others like him have failed to rise to their privi- 
leges and are left out in the cold. I am sorry 
for them, but it is nobody's affair but their own. 

Your correspondent is in great trouble be- 
cause he fears the dissolution of the Institution 
is impending and nigh at hand. Pray let him 
take comfort ; there is plenty of vitality and 
energy in it yet, and, admirably and economic- 
ally managed as it is, it will exist long after 
** A Bookseller” has ceased to vex his righteous 
soul and make unjustifiable attacks upon it.

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THE CENTENARY OF DR. JOHNSON’ 
From the manner in which the 
Dr. J ag death has been obser 
that the interest inspired by the or ‘ 
still survives. All who An coy ae 
on the subject agree that this interest is in the 
man and not in the writer. There are fi : 
books in the English language so well hones oo 
Boswell’s biography, and perhaps no writer of 
eminence whose works are so little read as thos, 
of Boswell’shero. I should like to cal] na 
to one or two points which seem to hay 
general observation. 

During the last ten years of Johnson’s life 
the political history of the country has an ex. 
ceptional interest. The long struggle which 
Lord North carried on against an opposition 
composed of the most brilliant orators ang 
statesmen of the day, his resignation in 1789 
and his subsequent coalition with Fox were 
events which the Doctor must often have dig. 
cussed. But in Boswell’s pages we find scarcely 
any allusion to them. What was the cause of 
this silence? I can suggest one reason only, 
Johnson had no confidence in the chiefs of hig 
own party, and believed that Lord North had a 
personal antipathy to him, whereas he was on 
terms of daily intimacy with Burke and Fox: 
and his friend Reynolds had ostentatiously 
espoused the cause of the Whigs. This ex- 
planation is not entirely satisfactory. It is eyj- 
dent that it would have been imprudent to have 
talked politics at the Club, but Johnson, when 
alone with Boswell, must surely have expressed 
his opinion on the political topics of the day. 

There is one event in Johnson’s life which 
always appears to me of especial interest, though 
it has attracted little attention. I refer to the 
visit paid by Mary Wollstonecraft to Bolt Court 
in 1783. She was very kindly received, and 
Johnson expressed a wish that her visit should 
be often repeated (‘Memoirs of Mary Woll- 
stonecraft Godwin,’ 8vo. 1798). To a casual ob- 
server no two characters could be more opposite. 
The one hasty, passionate in his likes and dis- 
likes, clinging to forms and dogmas, impatient 
of controversy on any questions of revealed re- 
ligion, and with such a horror and dread of un- 
belief that the mere mention of infidelity drove 
him nearly distracted ; the other an earnest 
believer, but rebelling against the restraints of 
orthodoxy, such as it was then held to be, calm 
and serene in all the relations of life, and tole- 
rant of everything except intolerance. But 
between this pair, who seemed so ill assorted, 
there was much in common. To be friendless, 
to be in sorrow, or to be in need of help was 
enough to secure the sympathy of either John- 
son or Mary Wollstonecraft. Those who know 
the history of these two remarkable lives will 
readily understand and, I think, agree with what 
I have said. The outward difference in their cha- 
racters was chiefly that of the epochs to which they 
belonged. Johnson was the elder by fifty years. 
Mary Wollstonecraft was the first of a new school 
of thought. She began life at a time when the 
literary tastes and the standard of morality were 
false. Fielding was sneered at. Beattie was 
considered a great poet. Blair’s sermons were 
thought to be light reading. Poems were pub- 
lished in folio. Belief in the verbal accuracy 
of the Scriptures was held to be necessary to 
salvation. Richardson in his introduction to 
‘ Clarissa Harlowe’ acknowledges that Lovelace 
is a scoundrel, but excuses him on the plea 
that he always speaks of religion with respect. 
Johnson shared all these prejudices. Mary 
Wollstonecraft held them in scorn. When, how- 
ever, we come to the story of their lives, we find 
that neither of them was influenced by mere 
theories. This is not the occasion to pursue the

1885. This edition will contain several short 
stories not included in the American edition. 


Tue Monthly List of Parliamentary 
Papers issued in November, 1884, com- 
prises 11 House of Lords Papers, 22 
House of Commons Reports and Papers, 
15 House of Commons Bills, and 36 
Papers by Command.

ported to or from India, China, and Hong 
Kong. 

Messrs. Bryce, of Glasgow, will issue 
early in January a translation of a work on 
the German universities by the Professor 
of Political Science at Halle. The book is 
translated by Mr. John Hutchison, one of 
the masters in the Glasgow High School. 
The translator has supplied a map, copious 
notes, and appendices; and Prof. Bryce, M.P., 
contributes a preface applying the work to 
Scottish, English, and American university 
problems. 

‘Ros Rosarvm’ is the title of E. V. B.’s 
new book on roses. We understand it will 
contain, among other original contributions 
by living authors, unpublished verses by 
Lord Tennyson, Lord Lytton, Mr. J. A. 
Symonds, and Mr. Hamilton Aidé. The 
work will be published by Mr. Elliot Stock. 

We regret to record the death of Dr. 
Samuel Robinson on the 9th inst., at the 
age of ninety-one. Dr. Robinson was 
educated at the Manchester New College, 
of which he eventually became president. 
His life was devoted to his business of cotton- 
spinner, and it was not until he had already 
reached the age of three score and ten that 
he published the chief fruits of his studious 
leisure. His intimate acquaintance with 
the German language enabled him to 
supplement his Persian acquirements by 
the most recent results of foreign scholar- 
ship; and his charming little editions of the 
chief Persian poets, Firdousi, Jami, Sadi, 
Hafiz, Nizami, &c., were almost the only 
means the public had of becoming acquainted 
with a beautiful and unique literature. The 
little volumes were republished for private 
circulation only last year by their venerable 
translator, with some notes by Mr. Clouston, 
under the title of ‘ Persian Poetry for English 
Readers.’ Dr. Robinson was of the old- 
fashioned scholarly type, and detested pub- 
licity. Few readers knew who was denoted 
by the initials ‘“‘ S. R.” that modestly signed 
the prefaces of the Persian classics, and 
probably but for the entreaties of his 
friends the general public would never 
have known to whom they were indebted 
for the best collective rendering they possess 
of the leaders of Persian literature. 

Pror. Joun Ruys, of Oxford, will deliver 
the Hibbert Lectures in 1886 on Celtic 
heathenism. 

Tue scholarship paper printed the other 
day by the authorities of St. Paul’s School 
seems to show that the school is most 
prosperous. Reckoning from one Apposi- 
tion day to another, the number of scholar- 
ships, &c., carried off at the universities in 
1884 exceeds the number in the preceding 
year by seventeen. The respective totals 
were: at Oxford and Cambridge, 25 and 15; 
at London, 18 and 11. 

A TABLET in remembrance of Dr. William 
Chambers, recording his services to litera- 
ture and other virtues, has just been erected 
near his place of sepulture in Peebles, in 
which town he was born in 1800. 


Mr. J. K. Srernen has in the press an 
essay on international law and international 
relations, which will be published imme- 
diately by Messrs. Macmillan & Co. 


Tue meeting last Monday on the subject 
of a teaching university for London was a 





success. Lord Reay’s scheme of two univer- 
sities—one a real university and the other 
the present examining board—might be ac- 
cepted as a compromise, as there is little 
doubt which would be the longer lived ; but 
things would work much more smoothly 
from the beginning were the existing univer- 
sity to agree to surrender its charter, and 
endeavour to organize the higher education 
of London, a much nobler office than that it 
at present fulfils. The senate has never 
ventured to propose to confer its medical 
degrees on every one who could contrive to 
pass the examination. Why should the 
degrees in arts, law, and science be be- 
stowed without any guarantee of proper 
training ? 

Mr. T. Woopnovse Levin, M.A., of St. 
Catharine’s College, Cambridge, has in the 
press some notes on inductive logic, being 
an introduction to Mill’s system of logic. 

Mr. Dovenas intends, with the concur- 
rence of the writers, to include in his series 
of ‘‘American Authors” the collection of 
stories entitled ‘In Partnership,’ by Mr. 
Brander Matthews and Mr. H. C. Bunner. 

Two series of shilling pocket literature 
are being printed by Messrs. Sampson Low 
& Co. ‘‘The Waterside Series,” edited by 
‘‘Redspinner,”’ will begin with the repub- 
lication of the editor’s ‘ Waterside Sketches,’ 
which has been for some years out of print: 
“‘The Indian Garden Series” is edited by 
Mr. Phil Robinson, and the first number, 
shortly to be issued, will be ‘Chasing a 
Fortune: Tales and Sketches,’ by the editor. 

Tne death is announced of Mr. G. W. 
Napier, a well-known Lancashire biblio- 
phile. He was a member of the Manchester 
Literary Club, the Holbein, English Dialect, 
and other learned societies, and had formed 
a fine library, comprising many rare books, 
at his house at Alderley Edge, near Man- 
chester, where he died on Saturday last. 

Tne article on Polish history and litera- 
ture in the next volume of the ‘Encyclopedia 
Britannica’ will be from the pen of Mr. 
Morfill, who will also contribute the articles 
on the Emperor Paul, and on Peter the 
Great. 

A new paper, to be called the Methodist 
Times, under the editorship of the Rev. 
H. P. Hughes, is to be started as an organ 
of the Wesleyan Methodists. Amongst the 
contributors are Dr. Moulton, Dr. Dallinger, 
F.R.S., Mr. Henry Broadhurst, M.P., 
Mr. P. W. Bunting, and Mr. William A. 
McArthur. . 

Mr. Grices has issued another of his fac- 
similes of the Shakspeare quartos. 


Tue Paleographical Society has finished 
the first part of the second series of its pub- 
lications. 

Tue proprietors of the Publisher and Book- 
buyers’ Journal, a new paper started a few 
weeks back, have, it seems, determined to 
suspend its publication. 

Tne monument to Virgil at Pietole (which 
is supposed to be the Andes of the Romans), 
near Mantua, was unveiled lately. 

Tue death of a popular Russian novelist, 
B. M. Markievich, on the 30th of last 
month, is reported from St. Petersburg.

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SCIENCE 
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A Dictionary of English Names of Plants, &c. 
By William Miller. (Murray.) 
Tus is the fullest and most comprehen- 
sive list of English names for plants that 
has yet appeared, and for purposes of re- 
ference it will, therefore, be valuable. It 
gives, in alphabetical order, a list of the 
English names of plants ‘‘ applied in Eng- 
land and among English-speaking people 
to cultivated and wild plants, trees, and 
shrubs.” For such a list we may be thank- 
ful, for it is necessarily more extensive than 
that of Dr. Prior or of Messrs. Britten and 
Holland, and it appears to have been accu- 
rately compiled and carefully printed. Here 
our praise must stop. To attempt to per- 
petuate a mass of vague, unmeaning names 
with no fixity of application, imposed by 
no competent authority, and incapable of 
being checked or verified by any authentic 
standard, is to commit a huge blunder. Of 
. course we are not speaking of the few score 
names endeared to us by constant use, or by 
literary association, or of those which are of 
philological or historical interest. As to their 
claims to retention there can be no dispute, 


and if there were popular usage would 


speedily settle it. We are speaking of the 
great bulk of the names in this volume, 
which have become obsolete, or have never 
been gory! adopted, or are’ so loosely 
applied that they are useless as means of 
identification. 

Daisy, rose, lily, primrose, are all popular 
names that are inwoven in our literature 
and appeal in varied ways to our sympathies 
—far be it from us to even hint at their 
disuse; but let us see how even such names 
stand the test of utility. The daisy of 
to-day is the primrose of the Middle Ages, 
as Dr. Priortells us. The ‘‘ primrose ” itself 
is not the first rose, but an abbreviation of 
primeverola, from fior di prima vera, the first 
spring flower; so that the second syllable of 
our familiar ‘‘ primrose” is acorrupt blunder, 
as false etymologically and philologically 
as it is botanically. Were it not for its 
associations such a name would not be 
worthy of any respect, for it is nothing 
more nor less than an impostor. On turning 
toMr. Miller’s dictionary forthe word ‘‘rose,”’ 
we find about one hundred entries. Of these, 
making a most liberal estimate, two-thirds 
have some show of right to the appellation 
roseasthe English equivalent of the botanical 
vosa; the remaining third include rhododen- 
drons, rues, poppies, cistuses, viburnums, 
camellias, narcissus, hibiscus, hellebores, 
oleanders, pzeonies, lilies even, together with 
a number of less familiar plants, equally 
widely different not only from roses proper, 
but from each other! A true Alpine species 
of rose, to which the name might justly be 
given, is displaced for a rhododendron which 
has only a similitude in colour. The rose is 





made to blossom in Australia, in Cayenne, 
in Jamaica, in Tasmania, quite regardless of 
botanical geography. The ‘‘ rose of heaven” 
is a lychnis; the “rose of Jericho” is a 
weedy crucifer ; the ‘‘rose of Sharon” is put 
down as Hibiscus syriacus (Althea frutex of 
gardens), but the plant is a doubtful native 
of Syria, or at any rate it has not been met 
with by any explorer of late years. 

Underthe head of ‘‘lily” we find about 170 
entries, the odd seventy fairly applicable to 
species of lily, the remaining hundred being 
allotted with as great a violation of botanical 
or geographical propriety as in the case of 
the rose. Of course the compiler of this 
dictionary is in nowise to blame for these 
names; he has taken them as he found 
them. But there is a certain small pro- 
portion of neologisms about which we feel 
bound to protest. It is one thing to 
register names already in circulation, it is 
quite another to attempt to coin new ones. 
That should not be done without good reason, 
nor without giving chapter and verse. To 
illustrate our meaning we take “‘ spire-lily.” 
This is an entirely new name to us, and one 
that we believe has not got into the books. 
We find it applied to a plant which has been 
known only for a very few years, and which 
has not been cultivated for more than five or 
six. It is in itself a pretty name and one 
that might pass muster, though the plant is 
not a lily, and several true lilies have an 
equally spire-like inflorescence. But who 
gave the name? when? where? Every 
botanist by a very little research could find 
out who called the plant in question Hya- 
cinthus candicans—why, when, and where he 
did so. His original description and figure 
are thus readily made accessible. 

This case, too, may serve to illustrate 
another point. Those who advocate the use 
of popular names in all cases found their 
advocacy on the alleged vagueness of ap- 
plication of the scientific names; in fact, 
they bring against the botanists precisely 
the same charge that the botanists do 
against them. To uninstructed outsiders 
the case seems proved, for while they are 
not sufficiently good observers to appre- 
ciate the incongruous manner in which 
popular names are applied, they are keenly 
alive to the formidable array of synonyms 
which encumber the botanical lists of ferns, 
or, indeed, of most plants. Every naturalist 
knows how this is brought about. Every 
one deplores it and does his best to palliate 
or diminish the evil. However great the 
inconvenience, it is not difficult te overcome 
it, because if A calls a certain plant by one 
name and B by another, both A and B must 
and do put the facts on record, and generally 
cite the reasons that actuated them ; thus, if 
Baker called the ‘spire-lily”? Hyacinthus 
candicans, while Decaisne preferred to name 
it Galtonia candicans, there is no great harm 
done, for the synonym is duly registered in 
botanical books, and the reason why M. 
Decaisne differed from his English colleague 
is duly recorded. A third person will adopt 
the name as applied by Baker or by Decaisne 
according to his own judgment or means of 
observation; but he will not impose a third 
one without publishing his reason, and if 
he should do so he cannot expect others to 
adopt his name unless they are satisfied 
with the validity of his reason for imposing 
it. But it is not necessary here to discuss 
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botanical nomenclature at lenoth- . 
to say that with all its fact en sedge S 
its defects, it is regulated by a well-considered 
and a well-known code of rules, which th 
who know how to use it find no spedal 
difficulty in applying—a code which hos 
extorted admiration from such outsiders 
Whewell and Renan. On the other hy 
popular nomenclature is a chaos of unmean. 
ing, undefined names, tending to obscure 
and confuse what is known, to obstruct pro. 
gress, and to perpetuate ignorance. “We 
speak of popular nomenclature as it is, not 
as it might be. If Mr. Miller or Mr. Robin. 
son, at whose instigation this book was com. 
piled, would frame a popular nomenclature 
on a rational basis, he would, indeed, be 
rendering a service unequalled by any that 
has been made public since the time of 
Linneus. In the mean time such efforts as 
have been made of late where not ineffectual 
are mischievous; and the scanty success 
obtained in French encyclopzedias, where a 
vernacular name, genuine or fabricated, is 
made to precede the technical name, does 
not inspire us with much hope for the future, 
The experiment has, in fact, been tried and 
found a failure. 








Natural History Sketches among the Carni- 
vora, Wild and Domestic. With Observations 
on their Habits and Mental Faculties, By 
Arthur Nicols, F.G.S., F.R.G.S. (Upcott Gill) 
—We have here another of Mr. Nicols’s interest- 
ing and pleasantly written books, the chief value 
of which lies in the evidence which a widely 
travelled and observant man is able to give at 
first hand with regard to the animals about 
which he is writing. The book must not be 
supposed to be a scientific one, nor, on the 
whole, does it assume to be so; we shall, there- 
fore, merely say that there are some slight 
errors as to scientific matters, but that, in our 
judgment, they do not affect what worth the 
book has. First of all, books of this kind have 
a real value in so far as they are the outcome 
of a natural wish to put on record what has 
been seen of various animals in various lands, 
and the less pretentious they are the better they: 
are. Stories of animals often appear to be 
based on imagination as much as on fact, anda 
simple hunter’s record—say, for example, Mr. 
Drummond’s ‘ Large Game of South-East Africa’ 
—often becomes a very valuable handbook 
to a stay-at-home or cabinet naturalist. We 
must own we like Mr. Nicols better when he is 
telling us his own adventures with the skunks 
in South America or his retriever in Australia 
than in a réchauffé of scientific monographs on 
fossil Carnivora. A very large part of the book 
is devoted to the dog and its habits, where we 
have many anecdotes, some new, some old; those 
ebout the accomplishment of ‘‘ hunting on a back 
svent” are particularly interesting, and the 
author appears to have been very successful in 
this regard with two of his own retrievers. Like 
most persons who have had to do with well-bred 
and intelligent dogs, Mr. Nicols is enthusiastic 
about their good qualities; and, like most per- 
sons who do any thinking at all, he is justly in- 
dignant with dogs that bark incessantly, or, to 
put it as exactly as he does of one example, 
three hundred times in an hour! If we are to 
have paternal legislation at all, it would, indeed, 
be well if it could be directed into such channels 
as that of relieving private individuals from 
‘*the burden of combating these intolerable 
nuisances.” Mr. Nicols has made himself ac- 
quainted with the most recent observations, 
such as those of Pasteur on rabies and of Sir J. 
Lubbock on teaching dogs to read.

M. Drapeyron’s Revue de Géographie publishes 
rticles on the Oasis of Figig, by me A, 
levinck ; the submarine researches of the Tra- 
yailleur and Talisman, by M. E. Perrier ; and the 
changes Which have taken place within historical 
times along the Atlantic coasts of France, by M. 
Girard. : 

The Indian Marine Survey Report for the 
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ear 1883-84 has recently reached England. 
it records less good work than it did in the days 
of Commander A. D. Taylor’s rule, and there is 
anotable absence of the enthusiasm and esprit 
de corps which used to characterize his reports. 
In fact, Commander L. S. Dawson’s general 
account of the operations is bald in the 
extreme, and enlivened here and there with 
small sarcastic remarks, which few people will 
understand. Nevertheless some useful surveys 
appear to have been carried out, and particulars 
thereof are furnished in the subsidiary reports 
of Lieuts. T. C. Pascoe and M. H. Smyth, R.N. 
Quilon was surveyed during the cold season 
of 1883-84, as the Travancore Government wish 
to construct a deep-water harbour there, there 
being no other harbour on the Travancore sea- 
board. The survey was completed by the 14th 
of December, and plotted on the scale of eight 
inches to the nautical mile, the soundings being 
made sectionally and covering 9} square miles. 
Mahuwa (Mowa) and Shial Bet, comprising 16 
and 18 square miles, were also completed by 
the same party (Lieut. Pascoe’s) ; while Survey 
Party No. 2, under the charge successively of 
Commander P. J. Falle and Lieut. Smyth, sur- 
yeyed, on the scale of six inches to the mile, Viza- 
gapatam, where it is in contemplation to construct 
arailway leading into the heart of the country, 
and a breakwater calculated to protect the ship- 
ping through nine months of the year. Calinga- 
patam and Negapatam were also surveyed by the 
same party. Commander Dawson in the Inves- 
tigator, a wooden paddle steamer, surveyed nine 
niles of the port of Rangoon, and no less than 
168 miles of the Rangoon river and the ap- 
proaches to the port from the China Bakir river 
entrance. Lastly, it should be mentioned that 
Lieut. Channer, R.N., surveyed an extensive 
area in Ramree Harbour, Cheduba Strait (north 
part), and the approaches to Sandoway and 
Tongoup. The surveys of the year will furnish 
agoodly crop of charts for the benefit of navi- 
gators; but we fear that under the new system 
the reproduction and publication in India of the 
charts are forbidden. Such an arrangement is 
much to be deplored, for the commercial in- 
terests of India are quite large enough to sup- 
port and even require a hydrographical depart- 
ment on the spot, without its being necessary 
for everything to be referred to Whitehall. 

‘Letts’s Popular County Atlas of England and 
Wales’ (Letts, Son & Co.) consists of forty-seven 
maps, which, although they have evidently done 
service before under another designation, have 
been so carefully revised and modernized as to be 
“as good as new” for many practical purposes. 
Railways and roads are distinctly shown, minor 
subdivisions of counties are in most cases indi- 
cated, and attention is directed to several other 
8 usually ignored on maps of this descrip- 

on. 

The ‘ Statistical Annuary of the United States 
of Venezuela,’ published by order of General 
Guzman Blanco, the President of the Republic, 
will be acceptable to all who are interested in 
South America. It consists of a neatly drawn 
map of Venezuela, with inset maps on an en- 
larged scale of localities of special interest, and 
of statistics and explanatory notes printed on 





the back of the map. One hundred thousand 
copies of this ‘Annuary’ have been printed, 
in the five leading languages, apparently for 
gratuitous distribution through the Venezuelan 
consulates. 

Prof. A. H. Keane’s ‘ Ethnology of Egyptian 
Sudan’ (Stanford) is an acceptable reprint from 
the Journal of the Anthropological Institute. 
It may be studied with profit by journalists 
and others, who will then learn to avoid the 
error of describing all Bedouins indiscriminately 
as “Arabs.” It is quite clear that the author 
has bestowed considerable pains upon the com- 
pilation of his paper. At the same time his 
statements as to the tribes on the Upper Nile 
and in Southern Abyssinia should be received 
with caution. It needed not Dr. Reinisch to 
interrogate three slaves in the Bogos country 
to determine the connexion of the Kafa language 
with the Hamitic family, for more than forty 
years ago M. d’Abbadie, who visited the country, 
collected a vocabulary, which shows that the 
people of Kafa or Kafechcho speak the same 
language as the Gonga. Had Prof. Keane 
studied the voluminous writings of M. d’Ab- 
badie, as well as the labours of Beke, Lejean, 
Lefebvre, Marno, Felkin, Schnitzler, Sir Samuel 
Baker, and others, his interesting paper might 
have become one of permanent value. Mr. Cust 
mentions these and other authorities in his 
‘Modern Languages of Africa,’ and the position 
of the tribes is clearly indicated on the Royal 
Geographical Society’s ‘Map of Eastern Equa- 
torial Africa.’ 








SOCIETIES. 


ASTRONOMICAL.— Dec. 12.—Mr. E. Dunkin, Pre- 
sident, in the chair.— Messrs. H. P. Hollis, T. 
Hovenden, T. Lewis, and H. Seward, Lord Mac- 
laren, and the Revs. W. J. B. Roome and H 
Wheaton were elected Fellows.—Messrs. Lecky, 
Inwards, and Maunder were elected auditors of 
the Society’s accounts.—Mr. E. Spitta described 
an occulting eye-piece, which he exhibited to the 
meeting. Two pairs of shutters, at right angles to 
one another, can be closed in the focus of a Rams- 
den eye-piece, so as to reduce the field to a narrow 
slit or close it down to a very small square.—A paper 
by Mr. Gill was read‘ On the Systematic Errors in 
the Readings of the Circle Microscopes of the Cape 
Transit Circle. He recommends more frequent ex- 
amination of the errors of the micrometer screws, 
that steel screws should be substituted for gun- 
metal screws, and that the steel screws should be 
capable of being reversed, so that the springs may be 
made to press in the opposite direction — Mr, Stone 
said that in making the Cape catalogue he had made 
an extensive series of observations of a collimating 
mark and of the nadir point, using all parts of the 
screws,and though there were considerable errors 
towards the ends, he found that the middle parts for 
a range of five minutes could be used without danger 
of introducing much chance of error.—Mr. Downing 
read a paper, by Prof. T. H. Safford, ‘On the Right 
Ascension of certain Standard Polar Stars,’ in which 
he advocated the more systematic observation in 
observatories of stars of high northern declination 
as likely to throw light on several important re- 
searches.—Col. Tupman showed a large chart, by 
Mr. Marth, for exhibiting graphically many of the 
important data of the solar system. Corresponding 
to each planetary or cometary orbit there is a line or 
acurve upon the chart similar to the curve which 
would be traced by the point of intersection of the 
orbit with a plane at right angles to the ecliptic 
moving round an axis through the sun, and perpen- 
dicular to the ecliptic.—Col. Tupman explained a 
paper by Mr. Denning on the long duration of 
meteor radiant points. He said that Mr. Denning 
had given attention for several years to the 
examination of these stationary radiants. Ten or 
fifteen years ago, when he first announced their 
discovery, no one was willing to credit the fact, 
as it was inconsistent with the received meteoric 
theory. Such. stativnary radiants would show that 
the meteoric particles coming from them are not 
sensibly influenced by the sun's attraction or by 
the different direction of the earth’s motion at 
different parts of its orbit. Mr. Denning bad con- 
tinued perseveringly to investigate the matter, and 
had now demonstrated to his entire satisfaction that 
many such radiant points really do exist. He rejects 
all doubtful observations, and thus gets the position 
of the radiant with probably less than a degree of 
error.—Mr. Ranyard said that the phenomena ob- 
served could not be explained as due to the acci- 





dental prostanliy of radiants observed at different 
parts of the year, for there was a family likeness 
about all meteors coming from the same iant. 
The meteors from some radiants leave a streak ; 
those from others are swift and all small meteors ; 
from others the meteors are reddish. Mr. Denning 


had shown that the meteors from his stationary ~ 


radiants exhibit the same peculiarities when ob- 
served on opposite sides of the earth’s orbit—The

troscopic Observations of Nebulw, &c., made at the 
Earl of Crawford’s Observatory, Dunecht.’ by Dr. 
R. Copeland,—and ‘Observations of Comets Pons- 
Brooks and Ross, 1884,’ by Mr. A. B. Biggs. 


ASIATIC.—Dec. 15.—Sir W. Muir, President, in the 
chair.—Mr. J. M. Campbell and Dr. W. Knighton were 
elected Resident, and Mr. C, E. Oliver, Raja Lakhs- 
man Sinh, Mr. F. 8. Growse, and Capt. C. Grimal 
were elected Non-Resident Members—Mr. R, N. 
Cust read a paper ‘On the Languages cf the Russian 
Province of the Caucasus,’ illustrating his remarks 
by a reference to a large map of that region. Setting 
on one side the European languages which do not 
belong to this province, and the dialectical variations 
of the languages that do belong, it appears that there 
are only seventeen distinct forms of speech, spoken 
by a population of five millionsand ahalf. Of these 
the Persian, Kurd, Armenian, and Ossete belong to 
the Iranian branch of the Aryan family; the Turki 
to the Altaic family ; and the remainder to the group 
of peculiar mountain languages of the Caucasus, 
which all of them differ from any other family of 
speech, while many of them differ from each other. 
Their structure and vocabulary have been fully 
illustrated by Schiefnerand F. Miiller.—A discussion 
followed, in which Sir H. Rawlinson, Sir G, Camp- 
bell, Mr. Hyde Clarke, Mr. Brandreth, Col. Telfer, 
and M. Issakoff took part. 








STATISTICAL.— Dec. 16.—Sir R. W. Rawson, Pre- 
sident, in the chair.—A paper was read by Mr. J. 8. 
Jeans ‘ On the Comparative Efficiency and Earnings 
of Labour at Home and Abroad.’ 





METEOROLOGICAL.— Dec. 17—Mr. R. H. Scott, 
President, in the chair.—Mr., C. H. Cotton, Mr. 8. A. 
Jolly, and Rev. C.J. Taylor were elected Fellows.— 
The following papers were read : ‘ On the Reduction 
of Temperature Means from Short Series of Obser- 
vations to the Equivalents of Longer Periods,’ by 
Dr. J. Hann. The author has recently carried out an 
investigation into the climate of the Alpine districts 
of Austria, and in doing so he has endeavoured to 
reduce the monthly and annual means of all the 
temperature observations from the districts in ques- 
tion during the interval from 1848 to 1880, and in 
some places to 1884, to the mean for the thirty years’ 
period 1851 to 1880. In this paper Dr. Hann de- 
scribes the methods he adopted to reduce obser- 
vations at mountain stations for short periods to the 
equivalents of longer periods.—‘ The Diversity of 
Scales for Registering the Force of Wind,’ by Mr. 
C. Harding.— Report on the Phenological Obser- 
vations for the Year 1884,’ by the Rev. T. A. Preston. 
The salient features of the weather during the period 
embraced in this report—viz., October, 1883, to 
September, 1884—were the mild winter, the cold 
April, the hot August, and the long period of 
drought, which at the end of September began to 
be seriously felt. The general effects on vegetation 
have been the prolonged existence of many of the 
autumn species ; the great loss of wall fruits ; the 
failure of bush fruits ; the plentiful supply of straw- 
berries as long as they lasted, but the time was short ; 
the good hay harvest, although it was light in quan- 
tity ; the good corn crop; the unusually plentiful 
potato crop ; and the great abundance of wild fruits.

ANTHROPOLOGICAL INSTITUTE.—Dec. 9.—Prof. 
Flower, President, in the chair.—The election of 
Miss Miiller was _announced.—Sir J. Lubbock 
read a paper ‘On Marriage Customs and Relation- 
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ships among the Australian Aborigines,’ Many 
tribes are divided into families or gentes, and no 
man may marry a woman of his own gens, While 
these restrictions are imposed on marriage, on the 
other hand in one sense every man is considered as 
a husband of every woman belonging to the gens 
with which he is permitted to marry. But though 
we may call this marriage, and it is a right which in 
old times was generally, and to a certain extent still 
is, recognized as perfectly legal and respectable, it 
does not help us to the origin of marriage in our 
sense. Communal marriage (as he proposed to call 
it) was no doubt aboriginal and founded on natural 
instincts. But how did the institution of ‘individual 
marriage” arise? Messrs. Fison and Howitt did not, 
he thought, sufficiently realize the fundamental dis- 
tinction. They spoke of both as“ marriage.” Yet 
they were radically distinct, and even opposite in 
their characteristics. Sir J. Lubbock maintained 
that individual marriage was founded on capture, 
because this could alone give a man an exclusive 
right. This view has recently been contested by 
Messrs. Fison and Howitt, but Sir John replied in 
detail to their arguments.—The Director (Mr. Rudler) 
read a paper ‘On the Jeraeil or Initiation Cere- 
monies of the Kurnai Tribe,’ by Mr. A. W. Howitt, 
in which the author gave a detailed account of a 
jeraeil at which he himself was present. 


MATHEMATICAL.—Dcec. 11.—Mr. J. W. L. Glaisher, 
President, in the chair.—The Rey. T. C. Simmons 
and Mr. W. J. Ibbetson were elected Members,—The

New SHAKSPERE. — Dec. 12.—The Rev. W. A. 
Harrison in the chair.—Miss Leigh-Noel’s third and 
last division of her paper ‘On Shakspere’s Garden 
of Girls ’ was, in the absence of the writer, read by 
Mr. 8S. L. Lee, the characters treated being the 
“wild flowers”—Miranda, Perdita, Katharine, &c.— 
Mr. F. J. Furnivall read some notes, by Mr. W. G. 
Stone, ‘ On the Textual Difficulties in “ Measure for 
Measure”’’ as treated in the editing of the “old- 
spelling’ Shakspeare. In the opening scene, l. 8, 
“ But that to your sufficiency, as your worth is able,” 
the Cambridge editors held that there was a lacuna 
in the text. Mr. Stone followed Mr. Daniel’s ex- 
ample in refraining from emendation, but took 
“that” to refer to “my strength” of the line 
before, paraphrasing “Then no more remains (is 
needful) but that (my strength) to your sufficiency 
(legal science)—your worth (character and rank) 
making you fit for the post—and you may hence- 
forth let ‘them’ (your prior sufficiency and my now 
deputed power) work together.” I. iii, 26, “ In time 
the rod More mock’d than fear'’d,” Mr. Stone would 
read “ rod’s’’"—a lesser emendation than the Cam- 
bridge editors’ “rod Becomes more mocked than 
feared.” I. iii. 43, Hanmer’s emendation was 
accepted, “To do it (i.e. my nature) slander.” 
II. i. the “ brakes of Ice” crux, Mr. Stone retained 
“ice” against the emendation “vice,” supposing 
Shakspeare to have been mixing his metaphors. 
Escalus was comparing the capricious manner in 
which punishment was inflicted to the luck which 
enabled some to clear dangerous places in the ice, 
but his metaphor was abruptly abandoned with the 
words “and answer none,” &c. “The Prenzie 
Angelo,” cries Claudio in the prison scene, and in 
III. i. we have “In prenzie gardes.” Mr. Stone 
accepted Dr. Nicholson’s suggestion that prenzie 
represented the old Italian prenze, a variant of 
prencipe or principe.— Mr. Furnivall called the 
attention of the meeting to the subject of those 
prose passages in Shakspeare which contained 
obvious verses, and asked for opinions as to the 
propriety of printing such passages as verse when 
the rhythm was undoubted. 





PHYSICAL.— Dec. 13.—Prof. Guthrie, President, in 
the chair.—The following communications were read: 
‘On the Effect of an Electrical Current on the Rate 
of Thinning of a Liquid Film,’ by Profs. A. W. Reinold 
and A.W. Riicker. In 1877 the authors communicated 
to the Royal Society an account of some experiments 
upon the electrical resistance of liquid films. The 
results then obtained showed that there was some 
disturbing influence present, and the authors now 
find this to be the action of the current upon the 
film itself. The films experimented on were, as in 
the original experiments, cylindrical and vertical, 
formed upon two coaxial platinum rings, which are 
the electrodes by which an electric current can enter 
and leave the film. The mode of formation of these 





films, and the precautions necessary to keep them 
from gaining or losing moisture by condensation or 
evaporation, have been already described before the 
Royal Society (Phil. Trans. 1881, part ii.). When 
such a film just formed is left to itself, it shows a 
set of colours of different orders arranged in hori- 
zontal bands. Asit thins under the action of gravity, 
these bands gradually broaden out and descend ; a 
black band soon appears at the top, which likewise 
extends downwards. If a current is now passed 
downwards through the film the motion of the 
colour bands is accelerated, showing that the effect 
of the current is to assist gravity in thinning the 
film; the black band, however, becomes in part or 
entirely white. This upon examination is found to 
be due to the following action: the film is not 
directly dependent upon the upper ring, but is 
attached to it bya comparatively thick mass of liquid. 
The action of the current is to transfer liquid in its 
own direction, thus, like gravity, thinning the film; 
the mass of liquid, however, on which the film hangs 
by this same action is forced down into the black 
portion, which consequently becomes white. If the 
current be passed upwards the reverse effects occur; 
the downward motion of the bands is retarded, or, 
with a strong current, reversed. The explanation is 
precisely the same as before : the liquid is transferred 
along the film in the direction of the positive cur- 
rent; it sometimes collects in the form of pendent 
drops attached to the upper ring; these increase in 
size and stream down the sides of the film. Prof. 
Reinold then formed a plane film between the two 
horizontal wires; the film was illuminated by the 
limelight, and its image projected upon a screen; the 
motion of the bands of colour in the direction of 
the current produced by fifty Grove’s cells was clearly 
shown.—In a discussion which followed upon the 
transference of matter with the current, Prof. Ayrton 
described some experiments recently made by Prof. 
Perry and himself, which showed that certain metals 
were carried through mercury in the direction of the 
current, — Mr. Boys remarked upon the apparent 
inertia of the film; the current seemed to require 
time to develope its action, no motion of the colour- 
rings being visible for some seconds after making 
the current.—Dr. Stone exhibited a tuning-fork in- 
terruptor commutator.— Mr. L. Wright exhibited his 
new oxyhydrogen lantern microscope. Details of 
this instrument will shortly be published.

CHRISTMAS BOOKS. 

AyorHER charmingly illustrated book by Miss 
K. Greenaway increases our debt to her. This 
isa reprint of The English Spelling Book, by 
W. Mavor (Routledge & Sons). It is enriched 
yitha number of little designs, delicately and 
firmly drawn as with the silver point, and in a 
manner nearer than usual to that of Stothard. 
We could hardly wish for a prettier group than 
that of the good little Miss Rose and her in- 
dulgent, but anonymous aunt, who took the child 
ona visit to Miss Cox. We should like to have 
known how Miss Cox looked when the excellent 
mir arrived at her house. Failing this informa- 
tion from Miss Greenaway, we are enchanted by 
the grace and sweetness of James and his gover- 
ness,and the naiveté of Jane’s young nurse kneeling 
to put on the shoes of her charge. When we get 
into three syllables it is delightful to see how the 
little boy ran away from the small dog. Three- 
syllable words become quite easy when the pretty 
group of little boys and girls on p. 61 is 
reached; we are shocked by the greedy little 
boy on the opposite page until it is made plain 
that, thanks to Miss Greenaway’s grace, he is not 
an irreclaimable character. It is quite evident 
that the artist is not yet equal to four syllables 
—at least she has left the section which is 
devoted to those monsters without an illustra- 
tion of any kind. Perhaps she, like ourselves, 
believes no boy ever gets to four syllables in 
“Mavor,” and thinks it useless to illustrate 
that stage of learning. The ‘Select Fables” 
are enlivened with several capital cuts, espe- 
cially noteworthy among which is the figure of 
the pretty young serving-maid who sets fire to 
the ‘Farthing Rushlight.” All the girls’ figures 
in this section are very graceful and simple, 
without the least taint of affectation. 
Mrs. A.W. Hunt has been fortunate in turning

The ‘‘ get up” of the book is 
tended to be in keeping with the homely 
British fashion of the year of the ‘‘ Delicate In- 
vestigation,” which must have fallen in the days 
not of Mrs. Hunt’s grandmother, but of that 
lady’s parents. Accordingly we have a cover of 
tham chintz, tied with rough tapes, labelled in 
grey paper, and printed in a colourable imita- 
tion of the typography of the period, a variety 
of ‘ye olde Englysshe style” of which we have 
lately had so much. Strange to say, the leaves 
are not stitched, but cemented with indiarubber,

a binder’s device not known till long after our 
grandmothers had gone to their rest. The illus- 
trations are hand-coloured versions, ‘‘ drawn by 
Mr. G. R. Halkett,” of the figures of the fashion 
books of the period, being short-waisted, long- 
limbed ladies, very sparingly clad and in all sorts of 
elegant attitudes. Stothard, or some draughtsman 
nearly as accomplished, drew the pretty figures 
in La Belle Assemblée and kindred magazines. 
The examples before us give but a superficial 
notion of the elegance of the well-known models ; 
they fail entirely in their colouring, and have 
only likeness enough to their patterns to show 
how insincere is the imitation. Mrs. Hunt’s

er running comment on the plates combines 
sensible notes with good advice and laughable 
remarks on those pretty follies of our ances- 
tresses which are supposed to be represented by 
the prints. We say ‘‘ supposed,” because graver 
authorities than La Belle Assemblée show that 
these wonders of attire were never, in their 
‘advanced ” form at least, in vogue. They were 
analogous to the fashion plates of the present 
day, which represent what milliners desire rather 
than what is really worn, except in a much 
modified shape. 

Nature’s Serial Story, by E. P. Roe (Sampson 
Low & Co.), is tastefully illustrated in the modern 
Transatlantic manner with charming and ela- 
borately delicate woodcuts of landscapes, foliage, 
and flowers, drawn with cleverness and en- 
graved with tact by Messrs. W. H. Gibson and 
F. Dielman. They could hardly be prettier. 
The text reminds of what used to be called the 
muscular Christian school of writers, amiable 
men like Kingsley, whose self-conscious energy 
manifested itself in expanding and slapping their 
chests. The heroes and heroines of the tale do 
their duty with full knowledge of their virtue, and 
are always thinking of the beauty of goodness. 


The Dream to Come, and other Poems, by W. 
Hunt (Sampson Low & Co.), contains seven 
landscape illustrations in the manner of Corot, 
combined with something of the vulgarity of 
the Impressionists, reproduced by a sort of 
photogravure. Mr. Hunt has written some 
tolerable verses, showing a good deal of genuine 
sentiment, modelled on the Laureate, in them. 
These examples are in the first part of this 
book. On the other hand, he is terrible when 
excited by grief or trouble; for example, in 
‘Re-united ’ he declares :— 

The green seas boiled, and thunders vast 
Tortured the air. 

But oh! their wildest roar was calm 
To my despair! 

Messrs. Marcus Warp & Co. have published 
Herrick’s Content, his Grange, and his Book of 
Littles, as illustrated by ‘‘ Ellen Houghton,” 
with designs printed in colours and, technically 
speaking, delineated with considerable ability 
and facility in an affectedly formal manner which 
is unsuitable to the joyous movements of the 
verses. Some of the designs are, nevertheless, 
pretty and good in themselves. Among these 
are the singing boys associated with ‘‘ the little 
chapel.” Climbing and twining figures en- 
sconced in formal arabesques, however nice they 
may be, are quite out of keeping with the ex- 
uberance of Herrick’s times. On the whole, the 
book is pleasing.—Illustrated Poems and Songs 
for Young People, edited by Mrs. Sale Barker, 
contains some of the finest pieces of verse in 
English, all delightfully poetical and sound, and 
abundantly illustrated with woodcuts of unequal 
value, some of which are excellent and due to 
Sir John Gilbert and Messrs. Birket Foster, H. 
Weir, J. Wolf, and J. W. Watson. Few of the 
cuts appear to be new, and many seem the worse 
for wear. The book is published by Messrs. G. 
Routledge & Sons, who have likewise issued a 
collection of Miss Mitford’s stories in five neatly 
and clearly printed volumes, with many good 
woodcuts, some of which are extremely pretty, 
lively, and lifelike. We do not like so much 
the cuts incorporated with Tom Tit’s Wedding 





Day, Rowndabout Tales, Large Pictures and Little 
Stories, and The Feather and Fur Picture Book, 
all from the same publishers. Some of these 
illustrations are meritorious, barring the coloured 
examples, which are not nice and are somewhat 
crude. — What Lieut.-Col. T. 8. Seccombe is 
pleased to style Comic Sketches from English 
History (Allen & Co.) are boisterous and often 
vulgar ; occasionally they are simply silly. 








THE MINOR EXHIBITIONS. 


ANOTHER new picture by Mr. Millais, called 
‘A Waif,’ and his ‘Stowaway’ in an improved 
form, will attract visitors to a gallery at 10, 
ag | Street, St. James’s, the property of Mr. 
E. Fox White. The former depicts a plump 
fair child in rags, and with pale brown hair, 
seated in the street with a basket of wild 
flowers—gathered, as we are to suppose, by 
herself in distant fields, with hope and much 
fatigue—at the side of her bare feet. The 
scarlet, white, and golden yellow blossoms make 
sharp contrasts with her shabby, brown, and 
tattered dress. Mr. Millais has not heightened 
the squalid aspect of his subject by making the 
child’s bare legs dirty, and, although nothing 
could be more successfully matted than her 
hair, her face is well washed. We think he is 
right and true to nature, although most people 
would at first sight expect a contrary treat- 
ment. The resolute, anxious, and wistful look 
of the child’s eyes, her apprehensive air, and 
her tender lips are characteristic of Mr. Millais. 
That he should fail in ambition and be con- 
tent with exercises such as this picture and 
its fellow, with which our readers are already 
familiar, is to be regretted. Between these 
sacrifices to fortune hangs a new picture 
by Mr. Orchardson, called ‘The First Dance.’ 
Really a large and charming sketch, it has all 
the artist’s spirit, spontaneity, and wealth of 
tones, all the slightness of his handling, his feli- 
citous dealing with chiaroscuro, and varied in- 
cidents not too numerous nor subtle. A nervous 
country damsel is making her début before the 
world, represented by a smal] company of ladies 
and gentlemen in an assembly room, as the 
partner of a dashing and accomplished gentle- 
man fresh from London. Critical friends and 
careless spectators afford the painter fair op- 
portunities for expression and character. In 
the same room are Mr. Hook’s ‘ Wise Saws,’ 
Mr. J. W. Nicol’s ‘Tidying Herself, Sir F. 
Leighton’s head of a dozing child, called ‘A 
Nap,’ Mr. W. H. B. Davis’s ‘ Sunset, Picardy,’ 
and pictures by Messrs. Boughton, J. Burr, J. 
Linnell, W. P. Frith, E. W. Cooke, K. Hals- 
welle, J. Pettie, G. A. Fripp, V. Chevilliard, and 
Plassan ; likewise some drawings. 

In the Fine-Art Society’s rooms may now 
be seen a collection of the works of Mr. J. D. 
Linton, fifty-six in number, including the well- 
known series designed to illustrate in a dra- 
matic manner the life of a soldier of the 
sixteenth century. As we have already fully 
criticized the greater number, if not the whole 
of these works, it is not needful to return to 
them in detail. Let us add that while the 
scholarship and coloration of Mr. Linton’s pic- 
tures sustain to admiration the dangerous ordeal 
of an exhibition such as this, the lack of spon- 
taneity of design and want of sympathy with 
the subjects of many, but by no means all 
the pictures, which we deplored when they were 
exhibited singly, irresistibly force themselves 
on the notice of the critic, who sees too 
much armour and drapery and not enough 
manhood and fire. In these fine and other- 
wise creditable works Mr. Linton may have 
painted armour with the zest and power of 
Giorgione, but he must have discovered that the 
mantle of Veronese is a little too big for him. 
Several of the pictures are precious in regard to 
the execution of details and the disposition 
of masses of colour, light, and shadow, while 
they are next to worthless as designs proper. 
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Many of the designs, however, are charmingly 
adapted to be drawn on wood for book illus- 
trations, though they do not satisfy the cravings 
of painters. 

In the old gallery, Pall Mall, of the Institute 
of Painters in Water Colours may be seen a 
number of commendable pictures and drawings 
by Mr. E. S. Calvert. They are very intelligent 
renderings of natural effects in a manner which 
deserves more cultivation and consequent re- 
finement, but shows much feeling for warmth 
and wealth of colour, and no lack of power. 
The best are ‘ Orphans,’ a true piece of senti- 
ment with solid painting; ‘Pasture Land,’ 
which has a capital atmosphere, rich local colour- 
ing, and strength of tone; ‘ Low Tide,’ a fine 
piece in its way; and ‘ Moonlight,’ which shows 
broad effulgence on the calm sea. These are all 
in oil. The effect of twilight in clear air is 
finely given by ‘La Chaumitre Barbizon’; and 
the movement of water is well expressed in 
* Sou’- Wester on the Jersey Coast.’ These, with 
nine others, are painted in water colours. 


EXPLORATIONS IN ASIA MINOR. 

I propose to indicate briefly the most obvious 
results for ancient history attained through the 
Asia Minor Exploration Fund in 1884. In this 
letter I shall speak only of the first and shorter 
of two expeditions made during last summer. 
Mr. A. H. Smith and myself left the railway 
near Antioch, on the Meander, on May 28th, 
and rejoined it near Laodiceia ad Lycum on 
July 4th. During the thirty-eight days we 
traversed the borderlands of Caria, Pisidia, 
Lycia, Pamphylia, and Phrygia, and succeeded 
in determining with considerable accuracy great 
part of the boundaries between these districts 
under the Roman and the Byzantine rule, and 
the variation in these boundaries at different 
periods. Topographical studies are not generally 
interesting, though to the explorer they are most 
fascinating. But accurate topography is the 
indispensable foundation of history. Let any 
one think how impossible it would be to under- 
stand Attic history if it were doubtful whether 
Athens lay on the east or on the west side of 
Hymettus. The country we explored is easily 
accessible, full of fine scenery and fine land, well 
wooded and well watered, and just near enough 
the coast to be not beyond the range of brigands. 
It has been frequently traversed by travellers, 
but very little has been done for the ancient 
topography. Spratt and Forbes discovered 
Cibyra and Termessos; Schénborn placed 
Olbasa ; M. Waddington correctly reasoned out 
the sites of Themissonion and Lagbon ; Prof. 
Kiepert saw that Foulla preserves the old name 
Pogla; MM. Duchesne and Collignon discovered 
Ormelion, but their guesses about Sanaos and 
Elouza have been very properly rejected by 
Hirschfeld. Prof. Hirschfeld, who has done 
so much for Eastern Pisidia, added no new 
ancient name in the map of the western districts. 
Cremna and Sagalassus are well known. Hardly 
even a guess was made about any other ancient 
city except Lysinia, which all authorities agreed 
in misplacing, and Isinda. 

1. Certainly our most interesting discovery is 
Colonia Julia Augusta Fida Comama. Riding 
over the plain south-west of the Kestel lake, I 
came one afternoon on a large mound, obviously 
the site of an ancient city. As I had a long ride 
before me over a marshy dangerous country 
to rejoin Mr. Smith and the camp, time was 
precious, and I could not do more than examine 
the mound itself, leaving the neighbouring 
villages unexplored. Three Latin inscriptions 
were lying on the site: one erected by leave of 
Voconius Saxa, legate (of Lycia- Pamphylia, 
149 a.p.); another giving the full title of the 
colony; and the third a milestone, 122 miles 
(from Antioch of Pisidia), erected by Cornelius 
Aquila, legate (of Galatia), in 6B.c. This colony, 
hitherto absolutely unknown, was one of 
Augustus’s Pisidian colonies, and the milestone 
fixes precisely the date of the foundation. 





Comama has had a curious fate: it coined 
money, and is not infrequently mentioned in 
late writers, but its coins have been attributed 
to Comana of Cappadocia, and its name has in 
every case been corrupted ; e. g., Ptolemy men- 
tions it as Koupakoyv (v.1. Kouava), an obvious 
corruption of Kéuaya Kod (like Kpéuva Kod, 
also in his list). 

2. In the plain west of the lake of Buldur 
(Ascania) stands a very interesting boundary 
stone, erected under Nero by Petronius Umber, 
legate, and Pupius Presens, procurator, of 
Galatia, between the territory of Sagalassus and 
a certain imperial estate (@pofernoav Ta pev ev 
defia efvar Layarkaccéwy, Ta de ev apiorépa, 
k.T.A.). We now know that the whole country 
bordering south and west on Buldur lake 
belonged to Sagalassus at least until Diocletian. 
This discovery throws quite a new light on the 
march of Manlius, who crossed the territory of 
Sagalassus, but did not touch the city. It is 
easy to prove that the lake mentioned by 
Polybius in a fragment describing the march 
(rapa tv Aiuyyv, rendered by Livy preter 
paludes) is not the Kestel Gél, as has always 
been assumed, but the Buldur lake. A fortunate 
attack of fever delivered this inscription into 
my hands, and on the same day Mr. Smith 
found at Elles a very important milestone, 
which enabled us to place on the map the whole 
system of Roman roads in this district. 

3. The preceding inscriptions reveal some un- 
expected facts about the provincial boundaries. 
Augustus’s Pisidian colonies, probably the whole 
valleys of Gebren Tchai (Lysis) and Istanoz 
Tchai (Taurus), and the upper valleys of the 
Cestros, Eurymedon, and Melas, belonged to 
Galatia in the first century after Christ. Before 
the middle of the second century part of Pisidia 
was transferred to Lycia-Pamphylia ; and pro- 
bably Ptolemy is correct in his estimate of the 
boundaries between Galatia and Lycia-Pam- 
phylia. Perhaps the transfer was made when 
Vespasian regulated the latter province. 

4, Another buried name of a city is Takina. 
The inscription of Yarishli which proves it 
had been previously published, but the name 
was misread Lakina. It is mentioned nowhere 
except in the ‘Geogr. Ravenn.’ as Tagina. A 
milestone of M.’ Aquillius there is inscribed 
with the distance ccxx11., obviously from 
Ephesus. We now know that within six years 
after they succeeded to the disputed inheritance 
of the province of Asia (133 B.c.), the Romans 
built a series of roads from Ephesus, reaching 
on one side to the Hellespont, and on ‘another 
side going by Tralles, Laodiceia, Apameia, 
thence along the north side of the Buldur lake 
through Elles (Phylakaion) to Takina—no mean 
example of their marvellous energy. 

5. A Roman road diverged from the preced- 
ing a little south-east of Phylakaion, passed 
through Colbasa (also spelt Corbasa and Cor- 
masa ; the site must be at the head of the pass 
leading from the Gebren valley to Urgudlu) 
Comama, and Cretopolis 
Agatch), to Perga. 

6. Another Roman road ran from Laodiceia 
ad Lycum by Themissonion (Karayuk Bazar), 
Cibyra, Lagbon (Ali Fachreddin Yaila), Isinda 
(Istanoz), and Termessos to Perga.

short time. But even in this district there re- 
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mains a great deal for any future traveller who 
can use his eyes. It was our good fortune to 
pitch our tent almost always on an ancient site, 
and we left many villages close around quite un- 
explored. The site of the Colbasa was reported 
to me, but we did not visit it. At Kestel I 
planned a very long two days’ excursion for my- 
self ; I wished to go round by Comama, Colbasa, 
and the Lysis lower valley, and rejoin Mr. 
Smith at Buldur ; but my strength failed, doubt- 
less owing to the approach of fever, which at- 
tacked me three days later, while there were so 
many difficulties and risks in such a long moun- 
tain ride that I did not think it prudent to pro- 
pose it to any one who was not experienced in 
the way of dealing with the natives. But I can 
never think of this district without bitter regret 
at having left such an important route unex- 
amined, while the short unimportant path to 
Buldur was done by two persons. 

Besides our rough route-surveys, depending 
on dead reckoning by time and compass bearings, 
of allthe districts traversed by either of us, Mr. 
Smith has the credit of a series of observations 
for altitude with boiling-point thermometer and 
aneroid, and of some observations for latitude 
with sextant and artificial horizon. Our routes 
will work in excellently with those of the Aus- 
trian explorers in 1881 and 1882; we have a 
common point in Lagbon, which was visited by 
both parties. In respect of the history of ancient 
art our results were nil. A few late Roman 
reliefs on the rocks and on marble are devoid of 
interest, except for the glimpse they afford into 
the country religion. In this respect I hope to 
show in another letter that the second journey 
has a very different tale. W. M. Ramsay. 





THE BROUGH STONE. 
Carlisle, Dec. 13, 1884. 

Mr. G. F. Brownz in his letter in your paper 
of this day carefully avoids any allusion to the gist 
of my letter to you—the illegality of the transac- 
tion. The name of the real purchaser is known to 
the ecclesiastical authorities, and it is to be hoped 
that he and the vicar will be cited before the Con- 
sistory Court of Carlisle as a warning to others 
who may want to sell off church property without 
obtaining proper authority. 

Some time ago the Cumberland and West- 
moreland Antiquarian Society published an 
account of the church plate in the diocese of Car- 
lisle. Parsons and churchwardens have thereby 
discovered that much which they thought 
worthless has a high market value, and local 
antiquaries have had in several cases to fight 
against a wish to sell disused church plate to 
dealers. Our best weapon has been that such 
sale cannot be effected except under authority of 
the Consistory Court. Hence the example of 
ignoring the authority of that court set by the 
purchaser of the Brough Stone is most pernicious. 

Possibly under the circumstances no very 
serious objection would have been held by the 
Consistory Court to the removal of the Brough 
Stone to the Fitzwilliam Museum, though I 
think the stone might very well have stayed 
where it was, and the Fitzwilliam Museum, like 
the British Museum and the museum of the 
Society of Antiquaries, been content with a 
cast.

Fine-Art Gossip. 

A NOBLEMAN well known for his taste in 
matters of art has undertaken to raise a dis- 
cussion in the House of Lords with respect to 
the inactivity of the Government in the matter 
of the Wellington monument in St. Paul’s.

Among the members of the new society are Sir 
F, Leighton, Mr. Alma Tadema, and Prof. 
Legros. ‘The secretaries are Mr. R. S. Poole 
and Mr. Grueber of the British Museum. 


Mr. A. Graves has made considerable pro- 
gress with his catalogue of Turner’s works. He 
would be obliged to owners of important pic- 
tures and drawings by the artist if they would 
communicate with him at 6, Pail Mall, S.W. 
The catalogue will embrace engraved and un- 
engraved examples, and supply anecdotes and 
historical notes on the selling of pictures, names 
of successive owners, prices, and the like. It 
will be a more important and exhaustive com- 
pilation than that excellent catalogue of Land- 
seers for which we are indebted to Mr. Graves. 

A FREE Exhibition of Women’s Industries will 
be opened in Bristol on the 26th of February 
next, and include illustrations of the progress 
of women in industries demanding special tech- 
nical and artistic training, such as samples of 
work done at technical and industrial schools, 
paintings, sculptures, wood engravings, carvings, 
models, designs for furniture, lace, and needle- 
work. Inquiries are invited by the honorary 
secretaries, 20, Park Street, Bristol. 

More than one hundred pictures were sold 
from the Manchester Art Gallery this season. The 
aggregate prices were less than those of its pre- 
decessor. Last year 10,313 visitors went to the 
gallery on the four Sundays it was open free ; 
this year, although only three Sundays were 
free, the number was more than thrice as great. 

Messrs. Curist1eE, Manson & Woops sold on 
the 13th inst. a picture by Hogarth, ‘An Interior, 
with gentlemen and ladies at tea,’ for 2201. 

Tue obituary of the 3rd inst. records the 
death of the accomplished and fortunate French 
painter M. Bastien Lepage. Owing to the nature 
of the malady—cancer of the stomach—from 
which he suffered, the event has long been known 
to be inevitable. Born at Damvillers (Meuse), 
November Ist, 1848, after an interval spent in the 
public service he turned his attention heartily 
and steadily to painting, and became a pupil of 
M. Cabanel. We recorded his first appearance 
at the Salon in 1871, and have almost annually 
since that time had occasion to call attention to 
his productions, the varied merits of which 
seemed, until within a quite recent period, to 
ensure a brilliant and elevated position for the 
artist. ‘Au Printemps’ gained much praise in 
1873, ‘Mon Grand-pere ’ in 1874, ‘ Mes Parents’ 
in 1877; ‘La Chanson du Printemps,’ ‘ Les 
Foins,’ and other works had remarkable qualities. 
In England he became generally known by an 
elaborate portrait of the Prince of Wales. He 
obtained a Second Class medal in 1875, and 
Third Class medals in 1874 and 1878.

Sr, JAMEs’s HALL.—The Popular Concerts. 

THERE was nothing in the programme of 
last Saturday’s Popular Concert to need 
more than passing mention. Mdlle. Klee- 
berg played Schumann’s ‘Carnaval,’ and 
the concerted works were Mozart’s Quartet 
in B flat, No. 3; Beethoven’s Sonata in a 
for pianoforte and violoncello, Op. 69; and 
Mendelssohn’s fragments of a quartet. Mr. 
Santley was the vocalist. 

The scheme on Monday was more worthy

of note, two at least of the items being 
absolute novelties. One of these was Mozart’s 
Duet in B flat for violin and viola, the 
companion work to the Duet in c, which 
was introduced a few weeks ago. These 
duets were composed in 1783 for Michael 
Haydn, who had received a peremptory 
order from the odious Archbishop of Salz- 
burg to supply some works of this nature. 
Haydn happened to be prostrated on a 
bed of sickness, and Mozart, while on a 
visit to his native city, undertook the task 
for the respected musician. Otto Jahn 
refers to the incident in eloquent terms. 
The Duet in B flat is full of Mozartian 
touches, especially the first movement, in 
which the part-writing for the two instru- 
ments is wonderfully ingenious. It was 
played to perfection by Madame Néruda 
and Herr Straus. A set of four songs from 
‘In Memoriam,’ by Miss Maude VY. White, 
shows overweening ambition on the part of 
the composer. They are musicianly in an 
abstract sense, but as illustrations of the 
Laureate’s glowing lines they are sadly 
weak. Mrs. Hutchinson was heard to 
greater advantage in Purcell’s quaint, but 
delicious air ‘Nymphs and Shepherds,’ 
which she sang with such charm of style as 
to occasion a unanimous demand for an 
encore. Mdlle. Kleeberg’s rendering of 
Bach’s Chromatic Fantasia and Fugue was 
open to question in more than one respect. 
Her tempo in the fugue was decidedly too fast, 
and it was scarcely justifiable to play Hans 
von Biilow’s arrangement of the work with- 
out previous announcement. Mdlle. Klee- 
berg has established herself so far in public 
favour that she deserves to be judged from 
the highest standpoint of art. We have on 
more than one occasion called attention to 
the necessity of revising the analytical and 
descriptive notes furnished at these concerts. 
Forkel is not at the present time the greatest 
authority on Bach, though he may be said 
to have occupied that position before the 
appearance of Spitta’s monumental work. 
Again, in one paragraph we are told that 
Bach died on July 30th, 1750, and six lines 
further that the date was February 28th. 
The generally accepted date is July 28th. 
Schubert’s Quartet in 4 minor, Op. 29, some- 
times styled the ‘ Hungarian,’ and Haydn’s 
Trio in G completed the programme. 








Musical Gossip. 


TuE Crystal Palace Concert last Saturday was 
conducted by Mr. F. H. Cowen, Mr. Manns 
having commenced his annual engagement at 
Glasgow: The opportunity was taken to intro- 
duce the English composer’s Symphony in B flat 
minor, for the first time at these concerts, and 
the work was ably rendered and warmly received. 
It has been dealt with so fully in these columns 
that we have nothing to add concerning its 
merits. In justice to Mr. Cowen it may be 
explained that the eulogistic, but inaccurate de- 
scription of the work, signed, probably in error, 
F. H. C., which appeared in the concert book, 
was not written by him. Herr Franz Rummel, 
a highly acceptable pianist, played Schumann’s 
Concerto, and Miss Mary Davies was the vocalist. 


A LARGE audience attended the second of 
Madame Sophie Liwe’s Musical Evenings at the 
Prince’s Hall yesterday week. The programme 
consisted wholly of compositions by Brahms, in- 
cluding the first set of the ‘ Liebeslieder Walzer,’ 
Op. 52, carefully interpreted by Madame Léwe, 
Miss Lena Little, Mr. Shakespeare, and Mr. 





R. W. Mills as the vocalists, and Miss Zimmer- 
mann and Miss Carmichael as the pianists ; and 
the Sonata in gc for piano and violin, Op.78, played 
by Miss Zimmermann and Herr Gompertz. A 
selection of Lieder was rendered by Madame 
Léwe and Miss Lena Little, the latter vocalist 
displaying a mezzo-soprano voice of singularly 
sympathetic quality, though she has still much 
to learn in order to become a finished artist. 

Mr. DANNREUTHER’S programme on Tuesday 
evening contained no novelties, the works an- 
nounced being Grieg’s Sonata in G for pianoforte 
and violin, Op. 13; Beethoven’s Sonata in F 
minor, Op. 57 ; and his Trio in £ flat, Op. 70, No.2. 

In our obituary notice last week of Mrs. 
Meadows White we were misled by a slip on 
the part of our informant. We are requested 
to correct the statement that the Overture to 
‘Endymion’ and the Introduction and Allegro 
for piano and orchestra were produced by the 
New Philharmonic Society; it was by the 
Musical Society of London that they were per- 
formed. 

Dr. Vitiiers StanFrorp has beencommissioned 
by Herr Pollini, the director of the Hamburg 
Theatre, to write an opera for his house. The 
libretto will be from the pen of Herr Hugo 
Wittmann, of Vienna. 

Tue Musikalisches Wochenblatt announces that 
Herr Schradieck, the well-known German 
violinist, who is now in Cincinnati, U.S., has 
discovered the tree from the wood of which the 
celebrated Cremona violins were made. Herr 
Schradieck has long been of the opinion that the 
peculiar excellence of these instruments resulted 
less from their construction than from their 
material, and it is said that he has found in 
America the kind of wood used by Guarnerius 
and other renowned makers. A violin con- 
structed by an instrument maker under the 
direction of Herr Schradieck from this special 
wood is said to have been a brilliant success. 
The paper from which we extract this news con- 
cludes its notice with the remark: ‘‘ If this in- 
formation were not on the authority of Herr 
Schradieck, whom we know to be thoroughly 
trustworthy, we should certainly have taken no 
notice of it.” 

DvorAk’s ‘Stabat Mater’ will be performed 
on Monday evening (the 22nd) at the Shoreditch 
Town Hall by the Borough of Hackney Choral 
Association. 

Ar the second subscription concert of the 
Glossop Dale Philharmonic Society last Tues- 
day Mr. E. Prout’s cantata ‘ Hereward’ was 
performed under the direction of the composer. 
The solo parts were sustained by Miss Eleanor 
Farnol, Miss Alma Hallowell, Mr. Selwyn

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THE HOLBERG BICENTENARY. 
Copenhagen, Dec, 
Lupvia Ho.sere was born ‘at Samen 
Norway, on December 3rd, 1684, Although 
thus by birth a Norwegian, he may be fairl 
claimed by the Danes; he spent the gue 
part of his life in Denmark, and no man ever 
loved the country of his adoption better, Ho}.

his ‘‘ youthful bride,” as one of the poets gap, 
at the festival, and generations of Danes haye 





looked up to him as the father of their literature 
and of their darling stage. Few nations have 
such an esteem and such a love for the theatre 
and Holberg has his great share in having pro- 
duced this feeling, so characteristic of all classes 
of his countrymen to-day. 

In Holberg’s time the language of the learned 
was Latin, the court spoke French, and the 
people a mixture of German and old Danish, 
There was no national literature ; French and 
German plays were performed by foreign actors, 
and the superstitious orthodoxy of all classes 
was only equalled by the ignorance in which the 
people was steeped. Surely at no time in Danish 
history was a reformer more needed. Holberg, 
who on his many travels in his youth had been 
imbued with the new ideas of Western Europe, 
was destined to become the iconoclast of his time; 
he set to work with all his heart and soul, and 
succeeded in accomplishing what it has seldom 
fallen to the lot of any writerto do. He became 
the founder of a national language and its litera. 
ture, he revived the national feeling, and there 
can be little doubt that his “ moralizing,” as he 
called it, has had the greatest influence upon 
the social life of his countrymen to this very 
day. Even the general democratic feeling among 
the Danes must be ascribed to Holberg—‘ the 
poet of and for the people.” 

Holberg was eighteen years old when 
he was sent to the University of Copen- 
hagen; but his means were small, and he 
had soon to return home, and became a 
tutor in the house of a rural dean. One of 
his duties, it appears, was to preach in place 
of the dean whenever the latter was unable to 
attend church, and Holberg seems to have 
pleased the peasantry mightily—no doubt, as he 
confesses in his autobiography, because of the 
brevity of his sermons. In 1703 he proceeded 
to Copenhagen to complete his studies, and in 
the following year he took his degree, but he 
was again obliged to return to Norway. He 
then accepted the position of tutor in the house 
of the bishop-coadjutor of Bergen, and while 
here he became possessed of a great desire for 
travelling. In 1706 he once more left his native 
country, which he was never to see again. 
During the next ten years we find him travel- 
ling through Holland, England, France, and 
Italy, often suffering from illness and poverty, 
but always eager in the pursuit of knowledge 
and study of mankind. He remained two years 
at Oxford (1706-8), and he speaks with grati- 
tude of the splendid libraries of that city. He 
supported himself there by giving lessons on 
the violin and the flute. He became a member 
of the Musical Club at Oxford, and was person- 
ally much liked by the students. It does not 
appear from Holberg’s writings that he was 
acquainted with, or had even heard of, Shak- 
speare during his stay in England. Strange 
as this may seem, it may perhaps be ac- 
counted for when we call to mind that at 
no time was Shakspeare less known and

) Occupying such a prominent place in the 
history and the literature of his country, it 
was only natural- that his countrymen have 
; commemorated the bicentenary of Holberg’s 
birth in a befitting way. The first day of the 
jubilee was on the 3rd of December, his 
birthday, when the University of Copenhagen 
maugurated the festivities by the performance 
of a cantata by the Danish poet Chr. Richardt, 
in the hall of the University. Prof. E. Holm 
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afterwards delivered an address upon the im- 
portance of Holberg to the civilization of the 
country and to science. The king and many 
notabilities were present at the ceremony. The 
weather was very unfavourable for any out- 
door demonstrations, but during the greater vane 
of the day considerable numbers of the populace 
visited the Holberg statue in front of the Theatre 
Royal, which the actors had decorated with 
wreaths and garlands. All the theatres per- 
formed Holbergian plays in the evening. The 
greatest interest was natur*"y centred in the 
Jéte at the Theatre Royal—the home of Holberg, 
the cradle of the Danish drama, where the 
old and favourite MHolbergian actor Prof. 
Phister, now in his seventy-seventh year, was 
to appear, after a long retirement, in his popular 
character of Oldfux. Every corner of the house 
was filled by a brilliant assembly, including 
the whole of the royal family. On the rising 
of the curtain the members of the theatre, in 
festive attire, were discovered grouped around 
a statue of Holberg. A cantata by the popular 
poet Holger Drachmann, and set to music by 
the Norwegian composer Johan Svendsen, 
formed the first part of the programme. The 
verses were recited by Prof. Phister and the 
talented brothers Emil and Olaf Poulsen, the 
principal actors of the theatre. Prof. Phister 
was received with a perfect storm of applause. 
Great effect was especially produced by the reci- 
tative spoken by the veteran actor as he reve- 
rently and with bent head stood before the 
statue of his beloved master. The piece chosen 
for the evening was Holberg’s ‘ Den Stundeslise’ 
(‘The Fidget’), which was excellently ren- 
dered by all performers, while the interest of the 
performance itself was, of course, eminently 
increased by seeing so many celebrated Danish 
actors, inspired by the traditions of their stage, 
perform a Holbergian piece in the house of 
Holberg. Prof. Phister played Oldfux in a truly 
masterly and vivacious style, and his wife, who 
is sixty-eight years of age, and still an active 
member of the company, played her old réle of 
Pernille as if she were in her teens. The fes- 
tivities concluded with a torchlight procession 
by artists and students. On their arrival in front 
of the Theatre Royal, a speech was delivered by 
the poet Richardt, the torches were thrown in a 
heap in the square before the theatre, and the 
crowd dispersed. The day was celebrated in 
almost every town in Denmark, and in Bergen, 
the native city of Holberg, a statue of him was 
unveiled amidst great festivities. The Nor- 
wegian and Swedish capitals also com- 
memorated the anniversary by performances of 
Holbergian plays, &c. The honours of the 
festivities of the second day of the jubilee fell 
to Soré College, to which Holberg had be- 
queathed his fortune. Soré is about forty 
miles from Copenhagen, and a special train con- 
veyed the King and a number of invited guests. 
At noon a cantata was performed in the hall of 
the college, after which an address was de- 
livered by Mr. Blichert, the rector of the 
college. In the afternoon Holberg’s burial- 
place in the old church of Soré, also the 
resting-place of Valdemar Atterdag (1375) and 
Bishop Absalon (1201), was visited, and in the 
evening a performance of Holberg’s ‘Jean de 
France,’ by the scholars of Soré College, took 
place. The acting of the young people was in 
admirable styie. A torchlight procession and a 
ball at the college concluded the day’s festivi- 
ties. At Copenhagen the principal event of the 
day was the second performance at the Theatre 
Royal. The piece selected for this evening was 
‘The Tinker Politician,’ Holberg’s earliest 
and most celebrated play. It was preceded 
by a piéce d’occasion called ‘An Audience 
at the Palace,’ in which Mr. Olaf Poulsen 
impersonated Holberg himself. On the third 
evening of the jubilee ‘The Mascarade,’ by 
Holberg, was produced. The piece was superbly 
mounted, and the acting excellent. The Henrik 
of Mr. Olaf Poulsen deserves especially to be 





mentioned, and fairly entitles this actor to the 
title of the ‘‘ Coquelin of the Danish stage.” On 
Saturday evening, the fourth day of the jubilee, 
the principal festivities came to an end with 
the performance of Holberg’s five-act farce of 
‘Ulysses von Ithacia.? The mounting of the 
play was very ingenious, and the acting intensely 
grotesque and spirited, at the same time it was 
of the most refined kind. The management of 
the Theatre Royal cannot be too highly praised 
for the excellent and thorough manner in which 
these revivals have been placed before - —

Dramatic Gossip, 


‘Les Invatipes pu Mariace,’ which is the 
latest novelty at the Royalty, is seen for the 
first time in England. That the clever and in 
the main decorous comedy of Dumanoir and 
Laffargue, first played at the Gymnase Drama- 
tique in 1862 and revived at the Vaudeville so 
recently as the past autumn, should have escaped 
thé attention of English adapters is strange. Its 
story might with no great exercise of ingenuity 
be fitted to the English stage, its leading idea 
is comic, and its dialogue is always amusing and 
sometimes almost brilliant. The ‘‘invalides du 
mariage ” are those who, after a life of dissipa- 
tion, marry in middle age in the hope of finding 
repose and establishing young wives in the 
position of head nurses. So far as the teaching 
of the dramatist can be trusted, such experi- 
ments are dangerous. If, in the chief instance 
he advances, a clever ruse of the hero secures 
him temporarily the country life for which he 
pines, no guarantee is afforded that a permanent 
remedy to ills from which his companions suffer 
has been found. The characters in the piece 
are fairly presented by members of the Mayer 
company, and the general performance is satis- 
factory. No claim for special mention is put in, 
however, by any actor. 

‘Pitot AND Passion’ has been produced at the 
Imperial Theatre, with Mr. Hermann Vezin as 
Desmarets, Mrs. Digby Willoughby as Marie de 
Fontanges, and Mr. St. Maur as Henri de Neu- 
ville. Mr. Vezin gives a fine representation, 
but his efforts are not seconded, and the enter- 
tainment as a whole is without any claim on 
criticism. 

New songs, dances, and comic ‘“‘ business” 
have been introduced into the burlesque of ‘The 
Babes,’ now in course of performance at Toole’s 
Theatre. The effect of these is to give the 
whole very much the character of a “ variety” 
entertainment. 

TourcuéniEr’s piece, ‘ A Month in the Coun- 
try,’ which we announced some time ago was in 

reparation at the Vienna Burgtheater, has at 

last been produced. The German translation 
is by Herr Eugen Zabel, and is entitled 
‘Natalia.’ Notwithstanding that the cast in- 
cludes some of the best actors of the Burg- 
theater, which passes for the first of German 
playhouses, the performance has not proved the 
success which the management expected. The 
failure is in some measure attributed to the 
inability of the actors to appreciate and render 
the peculiarities of the Russian character, but 
is perhaps due, to a large extent, to the delicacy 
of the touches that distinguish the author's 
method. They seem almost too subtle for thea- 
trical presentation, and, indeed, deter Russian 
managers from placing Tourguénief’s dramatic 
works upon the stage. 








MISCELLANEA 


A Passage in ‘ Hanlet.’—In IIL. ii, Hamlet 


says, in the usual version :— 
For thou dost know, O Damon dear, 
This realm dismantled was 
Of Jove himself; and now reigns here 
A very, very—Paiocke ! 
For “ paiocke”—which some commentators con- 
sider to mean ‘‘ peacock ”—Mr. Wilson Barrett 
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in his version has substituted paddock or toad. 
Here he has departed from the old copies, which 
have either paiocke or paiock. This word has 
also been held to mean a small, almost worthless 
piece of Italian money, called baiocco, When 
we consider the peculiar ways in which the brain 
of Hamlet is set to work, we may trace the 
word used, through the quick passing thought, 

from the Roman as to paiock—coins of almost 
identical value—and follow it thus. In IL. ii. 
Hamlet says :— 

It came to pass 
As most like it was, 
showing that the fashion in Shakspeare’s time was 
to rhyme was, as if written wass, with pass. Ham- 
let would, therefore, rhyme ass with was. But 
not liking to go quite so far, he suddenly halts, 
thinks of the ancient Roman as, but as too near 
the original ass, and so rapidly substitutes the 
name of the modern Italian coin of similar cha- 
racter, and ends with paiock. The verse would 
be incomplete without the final rhyme, and ass 
would suitably complete it. There appears more 
reason and likelihood in this suggestion than 
in that of Hamlet’s meaning being ‘‘ peacock.” 
The same rhymes of pass and was are used by 
Thomson in ‘ The Castle of Indolence’; and 
even in these later days by Christina Rossetti, 
who closely follows ‘ Hamlet’ when she writes : 
I cannot tell you how it was ; 
But this I know, it came to pass,
